Stay,—in 
treating of a matrimonial subject no signature 
could be more appropriate than the one we 
have accidentally stumbled upon; we will, 
therefore, consider the communication as having 
been signed N— or M—. We have often 
thought it a thousand pities that institutions 
so agreeable, and, in many respects, so useful in 
themselves, as the modern clubhouses, should, 
by their abuse, be so often turned into a source 
of annoyance to the female portion of the com- 
munity ; nor do we regret the opportunity which 
N. or M. has made for us of expressing our sen- 
timents on the subject. It is a little odd that 
N. or M. should deprecate joking on our part, 
and then joke herself upon a matter which she 
describes as too serious fora joke. However, we 
shall not allow her to have either all the serious- 
ness or all the joking to herself. People may 
sometimes be laughed out of their follies as well 
or better than they may be reasoned out of them. 


For many purposes, both of business and 
pleasure, the modern clubs are not only unob- 
jectionable, but even desirable institutions. We 
never heard a reasonable woman object to a 
moderate indulgence in the conveniences and 
advantages they afford; but they hold out 
temptations to married men to neglect their 
homes and to forget for a time that marriage, 
like property, has its duties as well as its rights ; 
and weak husbands have so often yielded to 
these temptations that we cannot wonder at the 
growing alarm with which wives regard them.

He reads the paper, 
he writes a note, he chats with his friends, and 
finally takes his hat to depart. ‘ Where are you 
gongs says one of a party of three or four 
who have ordered a snug dinner. ‘“ Home.”— 
“ Nonsense ! stop and dine with us.” “ I can’t.” 
—“Why not?” “ My wife expects me.””—“ Never 
mind your wife, man, she won’t kill you for 
dining out once ina way.” “I know that; but 
I said I should dine at home, and she’ll wait for 
me.”’—‘‘ Send a note, then.” “I’ve no one to 
send.”—“ Oh! we'll soon settle that. Here, 
waiter! tell the porter he is wanted to take a 
note to Chesham- place, Belgrave - square.” 
““No, no! I can’t stay to-day, upon my life—Z 
mustn’t.’—“ Oh! I ery you mercy; if you 
mustn’t, there’s an end of the matter. I had 
some thoughts of looking out for a wife; but, 
if a married man mustn’t dine at his club when 
he feels inclined to do so, I shall take warning 
by your untimely fate, and decline the honour of 
matrimony.” “You don’t understand the thing. 
Of course I may.”—* Well, then, do.” What 
I was going to say is this—’—* And what I 
was going to say is this—look at this bill of fare, 
and then resist itif youcan.” Upon my word, 
it looks very tempting.”—I should think so; 
and then you don’t know what a splendid cook 
we've got. Fancy a man paying I don’t know 
how many guineas a year to a club and never 
eating a dinner dressed by his own cook.” 
“Well, will you let me off early ?”—*© As early 
as you like, my dear fellow.”—* Very well, then. 
Waiter! you may tell that messenger I want him 
to take a note to my house.” e mischief is 
done—the note is sent—the husband sits down 
to an enticing repast—enjoys his dinner—enjoys 
his wine—and enjoys the society of his com- 
panions., 

Is the wife as merry? We shall see, It is 
half an hour ‘past the Ane time—the note ar- 
rives instead of the husband—the dinner comes 
up and is sent down again untouched—she takes 
a book—after a while that ceases to amuse; she 
exchanges it for her work, ‘This leaves her 
mind more at liberty to think; but her thoughts 
are not of an agreeable nature, and so the work 
is laid aside, She goes to the pianoforte, but 
the room seems larger than usual, and her ydice 
is lost in it. She does not feel inclined to play ; 
and so she takes a chair by the fireside. After 
sitting for an hour staring at the fire, she rings 
for her maid and goes to bed—but not to sleep, 
She hears the clock strike eleven, twelve, one, 
and two; and then she hears a sneaking ring at 
the bell. Not knowing exactly what to say, she 
feigns to be asleep; and that, together with a 


which she cannot exactly account even to herself, 
is mistaken by the offender (who is too proud to 
ask an explanation), and most unjust/y mistaken, 
for sulkiness.

‘Thus the happiness of the 
wife who gave up all for him is confided to her 
own keeping, and hearts are sacrificed to clubs. 
This is an ugly picture which we have drawn, 
but we regret to say there are many well-meaning 
but weak men who might be supposed to have 
sat for it. 'l'o such we say, beware of THe Lapy’s 
NewsparPer. THE Lapy’s NErEwspArerR 
is the ladies’ friend ; and will ever fight manfully 
in support of all their just rights and privileges. 
There are two parties to every compact, and the 
first who breaks it ought to be held responsible 
for all the consequences that may follow. Clubs, 
like sticks, though well enough for the occasional 
support of man, were never meant to be used as 
weapons of offence against ladies; and if we 
find that those married men who are members of 
such establishments do not take this into their 
serious consideration, and cease to convert what, 
if used in moderation, is a great and an allowa- 
ble recreation to them into a constant source of 
annoyance to their N.’s and M.’s, we shall come 
forth with a remedy. Let it not be supposed 
that we, who, by virtue of our own warrant, have 
constituted ourselves “hereditary Dymokes” of 
the ladies, and can furnish, on the shortest 
notice, the best receipts for oils for the hair, 
pomades for the skin, and unguents forhurts, are 
unprepared with remedies for those deeper 
wounds which affect the heart. Let not offend- 
ing husbands “ lay this flattering unction to their 
souls.” We have a plan for the institution of 
* Ladies’ Clubs,” and a little more provocation, 
and a little more space than we can spare 
to-day, will suffice to bring it out.

The following pleasing reminiscence of loyal 
attachment and respect for even the portrait 
of our beloved Queen has been forwarded to us

most poignant pitch of mental agony—both on 
account of his harrowing position by the stranding 
of his yessel, and the dreadful accident to his lady 
(having been partially scalped by the falling of a 
part of the shifting bulwarks of the ship upon her 
in the boat, from a height of 30 feet)—on glancing 
at the features represented in the print, a smile 
lighted up his weather-beater features, as (thought 
our informant) the consciousness stole on his 
memory that there was one who would never let her 
devoted servant suffer for a mishap which the 
most skilful cannot at all times steer clear of, 
The portrait did not, however, belong to Captain 
Cragg, and it was accordingly passed on to a group 
who were in the barn, where, notwithstanding all 
their privations, sufferings from cold and watching, 
many not half clothed, and all worn out wit 
fatigue, the precious prize recovered from the 
wreck was greeted with cheers of gratification from 
the crew, to whom the image of their beloved 
mistress seemed to give instant renewed life and 
hope to meet their arduous and perilous difficulties.

ITALY. 

A Sorrer 1v Rome.—On the 8rd instant a most 
brilliant soirée was given by the Prince and Prin- 
cess Doria, at which were entertained his Royal 
Highness the Count of Syracuse, the Cardinals 
Marini, Piccolomini, Massimo, and others, the 
diplomatic body, and, besides the Roman nobility, 
the following distinguished foreigners :—the Duke 
of Devonshire, Earl and Countess of Lichfield, 
Duchess de Valmy, Countess of Charleville, Lady 
Duff Gordon, Ladies Walpole and Pellew, Coun- 
tess of Flahault, Lords Gordon and Elliott, Ba- 
roness Weld, Lady Erskine and daughters, Lady 
Charlotte Bury and daughter, Lady Moore, Mrs.

Grnoa.—Mr. Cobden’s presence excited much 
sensation among the English, and Genoese also. 
It was early determined to follow the example set 
by so many other cities which he has visited, and 
invite him to a public dinner. A very respectable 
party was mustered on the occasion, considering 
the comparatively few English residents here, and 
also the character of. the Genoese merchants in 
general, who, inheriting from a long line of an- 
cestors and predecessors the same narrow mo- 
nopolizing spirit of gain, feel little sympathy for a 
cause and system which would promote a more 
general participation in commercial advantages. 
The company, however, sat down, to the number 
of about sixty-five, to a very showy Italian dinner 
in the splendid salle d manger of the Hotel Feder, 
at which hock and champagne flowed in abun- 
dance. The Marchese Alezio, a man well known 
in Italy for his patriotic liberality and literary 
talents, presided, having on his right Mr. Cobden, 
and on either side the Marchese Balbi and _ his 
brother, the Marchese Raggi, &c., and the English, 
French, Spanish, Belgian, and other consuls, with 
a number of the richest and most influential 
Genoese merchants, the English bringing up all 
their forces. After the usual loyal and patriotic 
toasts, the French consul, ina speech of great elo- 
quence and warmth, proposed ‘The health of Mr. 
Cobden.” Mr. Cobden replied in a very eloquent 
speech, touching upon all the topics connected with 
the important line of argument which he advocates, 


GERMANY. 

Tue PAaLAtinare or Huncary.—The Emperor 
of Austria has appointed the Archduke Stephen to 
the post of Palatine of Hungary ad interim, in 
place of his father, lately deceased. 'The late Pala- 
tine filled his post for fifty years. The appoint- 
ment of his successor cannot be postponed beyond 
a year, ‘The Government present three candidates 
to the Hungarian Diet, which chooses one of them. 

Even Germany feels the pressure. of the times, 
and a letter from Prague expresses the wish of 
many for improvements in posting. One of the 
greatest difficulties is found in the number of sepa- 
rate interests connected with German postage. 
Austria has taken the initiative in reform, by re- 
ducing letters and post-charges to two principal 
classes; thus making some valuable approach to 
the simple and desirable penny postage of Eng- 
land,— Allgemeine Zeitung, Jan. 27. 

RUSSIA, 

According to advices from St. Petersburg, Lord 
Palmerston is said to have addressed the question 
to the Russian Cabinet, how far he was to credit 
the report of the speedy incorporation of Poland to 
the Russian empire. The Russian Cabinet is said 
to have made a formal reply, that no such project 
was entertained, 

PRUSSTA. 

The King has given notice to the magistrates of 
the city of Berlin that the expenses of*the two 
fétes at court, which are usually given at this time 
of the year (but were not given this year), amounted 
to 10,000 dollars, which sum he has given to the 
poor of every religious denomination. It has been 
distributed in the most. judicious manner. At the 
same time his Majesty has signified to the magis- 
trates that in the course of next month there will 
be two dress balls, which will be given in the 
Opera-house and in the theatre, the expenses of 
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which will be borne by the King, but the receipts 
will be assigned to the poor. 

The Prussian Universal Gazette of the 28th ult. 
publishes a letter, dated “St. Petersburg, January 
21,’’ which states that the army of the Caucasus 
had, on the 28th of November last, obtained a vic- 
tory over a body of 500 Circassians, who attempted 
to carry off some herds of cattle belonging to the 
Russian troops on the line of the Sundscha. The 
Circassians were repulsed with the loss of three 
killed and ten severely wounded, whom they suc- 
ceeded in carrying off with them in their retreat. 

The Gazette des Postes de Francfort gives the 
following, dated Berlin, Jan 21:— It is now cer- 
tain that the Constitution of the Prussian States 
will be remodelled, by the reunion of the eight 
assemblies of provincial states at Berlin, which 
will be convoked at intervals of two years, under 
the title of the General States, It is said that the 
King signed the decree of convocation, Jan. 2, and 
that the general states, composed of 568 members, 
will assemble, for the first time, in the course of 
next April. 

SWEDEN. 

Free Trapr ix Swepen.—aA royal ordonnance, 
according full and entire freedom of trade, is under 
press at the royal printing-office at Stockholm, but 
has not yet been published. This ordonnance is to 
the effect:—1. That all persons are free to follow 
any branch of trade or commerce they may think 
fit, the same not being prohibited by the laws. 
2. That any individual may establish workshops 
and keep workmen without having himself pre- 
viously served as an apprentice to the trade, but 
before placing himself at the head of a manufactory 
he must give proofs of his aptitude before a com- 
mission appointed by the minister of commerce. 
3. That all trade societies (corporations) such as 
those of the grocers, the bonnet-makers, the 
clothiers, &c,, are and remain abolished, and every 
oneis free to follow every branch of trade that helikes, 

UNITED STATES, 

The report of the United States post-office de- 
partment recently presented to the President is 
this year of more than usual interest, as it gives 
the experience of the first twelve months of the 
new system (based on the plan of Rowland Hill), 
adopted on the Ist of July, 1845. It appears that 
the annual average income for the ten years pre- 
ceding the above date was 4,364,624 dollars, while 
for the first year of the new law it was 8,487,199 
dollars, showing a diminution of 877,425 dollars, 
or about twenty per cent. The receipts of 1844-5 
were, however, less than the average above men- 
tioned, so that the actual diminution of income 
under the alteration as compared with the pre- 
ceding pear was only 802,624 dollars. In the 
United States the post-office has never been looked 
to as a source of revenue. <An effect of over- 
economy is reported in the fact, that, of the 14,793 
post-offices in the United States, nearly one third 
of the postmasters have voluntarily vacated their 
appointments since the passage of the new law. 
These officers were paid by a per centage, and, 
when the system was put in force which reduced 
their receipts while it increased their work, no 
alteration was made in their mode of remuneration. 
Finding, however, the universal flight that was 
taking place, and that it would soon be impossible 
to get any person of the slightest respectability to 
assume the office, the Attorney-General construed 
the law as enabling the department to increase the 
compensation to the same amount as that of the 
year preceding the alteration, and thus succeeded 
partially in arresting the resignations, 

AFRICA. 

Tue War mw Karin Lanp.—Symptoms of 
yielding more and more are marked every day 
among the mass of the people. They have retired 
from a considerable portion of country, which 
they have been given to know will henceforth form 
part of the colony—including the Chumie basin, 
and the whole of the territory between the Fish 
and the Keiskamma Rivers. Individuals speak 
of the remarkable appearance of the Kafirs since 
the partial cessation of hostilities—of the perfect 
confidence with which not only the women and 
children, but also unarmed men, approach the 
camp and posts, or salute the patrols. “They seem 
to bear no malice, and to entertain no fear.” On a 
review of the news by last post it would appear 
that this lamentable war is near a close, and that 
his excellency is proceeding on a fixed plan for 
the organization of Kafirland, with a view to the 
future peace and security of the colony. 

A letter from Trebisond, of the 26th Dec., states 
that accounts had been received there from Persia, 
stating that the cholera had disappeared, except at 
Ormiah ; but fears were entertained that it would 
make its appearance again in several places in the 
spring. It was reported that the plague had 
broken out on the frontiers of Persia, and great 
uneasiness was felt at Trebisond, as proper mea- 
sures of precaution had not been taken to prevent 
its crossing the frontier, 
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COLONIAL. 

SypNey.—(Extract from a private letter.) — “It 
is with deep regret I have to acquaint you with 
the distressing intelligence of the death of Edmund 
Crisp, Esq., by drowning, on the afternoon of 
Thursday, the 27th of August. The unfortunate 
young gentleman had received information that a 
shepherd in his service had on that day attempted 
to cross the Murrumbidgee in a canoe which 
swamped, and that the man was then on a log 
in the river. Mr. Crisp immediately ordered a 
horse, and proceeded with all possible speed to 
the place, and, after folding a rope round his body, 
attempted toreach the man; but as it is supposed, 
from his getting entangled in the rope, or more 
probably from cramp, caused by the excessive 
coldness of the water at this season, he sank to 
rise no more. Mr. Crisp was ason of Edwards 
Crisp, of Esq., Gedgrave-hall, Suffolk; and although 
a short time resident in the neighbourhood of 
Gundagai, had won the esteem of all who had the 
pleasure of his acquaintance.” 
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IRELAND. 

Court oF QuEEN’s BencH.—WILFuL MurpErr.— 
Important JuDGMENT.— O’Brien 1n Error vy. THE 
QuerENn.—This case (which came before their lord- 
ships upon a writ of error) having been called on 
for judgment, the prisoner was placed at the side 
bar in custody of the gaoler of Newgate. 'The Lord 
Chief Justice, whose judgment was acquiesced in 
by the full court, pronounced the decision of the 
Bench. The case, he said, had come before them 
upon the application of the prisoner, Patrick 
O’Brien, who was tried and convicted at the last 
summer assizes for the county of Clare, for the 
wilful murder of his wife Johanna O’Brien, and 
sentenced to be hanged, which sentence was re- 
spited until the 8th of February next by the Crown, 
when the writ of error was sued out. The point 
raised in his favour was, that the verdict returned 
against him was bad because it was a general ver- 
dict ; on the ground that the indictment charging 
him with the crime of murder charged it by three 
counts in three distinct ways—by drowning, by a 
fracture of the skull, and by kicking and beating ; 
and it was impossible that death could have en- 
sued in three different ways; consequently, it was 
relied on that the proper verdict would have been 
to have found the prisoner guilty upon one count, 
and to have acquitted him on the others. After 
fully investigating all the authorities referred to 
on both sides of the case, they were of opinion that 
the judgment below should be affirmed. The pri- 
soner was then handed over to the gaoler of Ennis 
to be executed on Monday week. 

Destitute Prersons.—The bill for the tempo- 
rary relief of destitute persons in Ireland is 
printed. It contains twenty-one clauses, of which 
the most important are the fourteenth and the 
seventeenth, or the money clauses. The four- 
teenth enacts that it shall be lawful for the Com- 
missioners of the Treasury to cause to be issued, 
as a temporary advance, from time to time, at any 
time before the 1st of October in this year, as 
they may find necessary, out of the growing pro- 
duce of the Consolidated Fund of the United 
Kingdom, any sum or sums of money by way of 
imprest, to the Relief Commissioners to be ap- 
pointed for the execution of the act. 

The measures which the Government took to 
alleviate the distress, and the spirit with which 
the intentions of the Goverment are carried out, 
deserve generally the greatest praise. 

For the last fortnight the Irish Government, 
and, indeed, the Board of Treasury here, have been 
doing all in their power to alleviate distress by 
organising relief committees in every parish in 
Ireland. 

‘Among other presentments passed at the city of 
Waterford presentment sessions, was one of £1,000 
for a public garden. 

Soup kitchens have been opened in nearly every 
town in the King’s county. The county paper 
reports, notwithstanding, several cases of sheep- 
stealing and other robberies. 

At Eyrecourt (county of Galway) presentment 
sessions, held last week, it was agreed that £10,000 
should be passed for the purpose of finishing the 
works already in progress in the barony. 

Again the painful duty devolves to record the 
awful ravages of famine. In the village of Glann, 
west of Gughterard, in one wretched cabin, ten 
human beings, constituting an entire family, lie 
dead! In another, seven miserable creatures have 
died.—Limerick Chronicle. 

In consequence of the late attack upon, and 
robbery of £300 from, Mr. John Hanrahan, pay 
clerk of the Board of Works, all officers of that 
class are since escorted by policemen, when pro- 
ceeding to county districts to pay labourers on 
public works. 

Mr. Wilson, of Coolmoney, county Wicklow, 
had the remainder of his potato crop dug out last 
week, and was agreeably surprised to find them 
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of excellent quality, although the portion dug out 
in September previous were very bad. 

The following is an extract from the letter of a 
gentleman deputed by the British Association for 
the relief of the distressed in Ireland and Scotland, 
to visit the north-west coast of Ireland. He says: 
—‘ At Carrick-on-Shannon I found the poorhouse 
and hospital crowded with half-naked and emaci- 
ated men, women, and children, prey to dysentery 
and fever, which often terminated fatally. The 
number of daily deaths exceeded the supply of 
coffins which the place could furnish. Between 
Carrick and Sligo numberless straggling and 
ragged families had been observed—some crawl- 
ing, some squatted on the road side, through 
utter exhaustion—all bearing downcast, broken, 
and wornout countenances, fearful results of star- 
vation, sickness, and the exposure to the incle- 
mency of the weather, which alternated with rain 
and snow. At Sligo [have found the streets swarm- 
ing with the distressed—clamorous though hunger, 
although orderly, respectful to persons, and re- 
specting their property. ‘The poorhouse presented 
an awful number of cases of fever and dysentery, 
which commonly terminated fatally. In that poor- 
house, or, properly speaking, workhouse, there are 
500 persons sick, andthe master and under-master in 
fever! Between Sligo and Westport, in the locality 
of Ballina, Foxford, Swinford, Castlebar, the deso- 
lating aspect of the country grows more fearful still,”

Hicuianp Destirurion. — Toprrmory. — The 
local relief committee of this place have been in 
active operation for many weeks, and notwith- 
standing that their funds are very limited, being 
little more than £50, the amount of good done by 
them is great. The village is a small and poor 
one, yet in the course of afew hours the above sum 
was subscribed in it, Sir Edward Coffin generously 
heading the list of subscribers. 'The committee 
are much averse to giving gratuitous assistance 
where it can be possibly avoided, which is not 
always the case, but on New Year’s-day, old style, 
upwards of 100 families were supplied with bread 
and soup ; and it needed only to see and hear the 
poverty-stricken creatures, when this seasonable 
supply was given out to them, to satisfy any one 
that there is not on earth a more grateful race. 
Do all they can, however, with such limited means, 
the committee cannot ward off the most pressing 
destitution. Famine and starvation have hitherto 
been kept out of the village, but their gaunt forms 
stalk around, and the benevolence of the south, 
which is now in active operation, can alone save 
it much longer from these fearful visitants.

METROPOLITAN. 
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ANOTHER OPERATION UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF 
Erner.—An unusually large meeting of the me- 
dical staff, and noblemen and gentlemen, interested 
in the important improvement in the operative 
department of surgery, produced by the introduc. 
tion of ether as a means of abrogating pain, has 
taken place in the operative theatre of the West- 
minster Hospital. The operator on this occasion, 
as upon the former successful trial of ether, was 
Mr. Hale Thomson, senior surgeon to the institu- 
tion, and the apparatus employed was that of Mr. 
Robinson, on whom the duty of administering the 
vapour devolved. The patient was a young woman, 
apparently about 380 years of age, suffering from a 
painful tumour connected with the trunk of the body. 
In about three minutes insensibility was produced, 
and the operator, with a few strokes of his knife, 
succeeded in severing the tumour from an unusually 
broad connection with the skin. The operation was 
rapidly and dexterously performed, and although 
the patient uttered some expressions of impatience 
at the commencement, yet it was some minutes 
before she was sufficiently recovered from her 
dream to answer the questions addressed to her. 
In her unprepared state the operation would have 
been one of intense suffering. Among the visitors 
present were Prince Napoleon Bonaparte, Lord 

Valsingham, Viscount Falkland, Lord Morton, 
Sir Henry Mildmay, Sir George Wombwell, Ad- 
miral Napier, and many distinguished foreigners. 

SEIzuRE or Frrearms.—A seizure of a very 
extraordinary character, and one involving the 
most weighty considerations, has been made on 
the river Thames, near to Limchouse-hole, where 
a nearly new vessel, called the Black Cat, Captain J. 
Davies, had been for some days receiving her 
cargo, and the greatest activity was manifested on 
the part of the shippers to get their freight on 
board. When the vessel was seized she was found 
to contain 3,000 stand of arms, The Black Cat 
was entered at the Custom-house as about to pro- 
ceed to Gibraltar, but no doubt seemed to be 
entertained that she would land her cargo on the 
coast of Portugal, The vessel, cargo, and crew 
are strictly guarded, and frequent communications 
have taken place between the Portuguese ambas- 
sador and the commissioners of customs as to 
what steps shall be taken. 

Desperate Svicipn sy Prussto Acim.—On 
Wednesday, Mr, Mills, the deputy-coroner, re- 
ceived information of the following determined act 
of self-destruction by a young gentleman, named 
II. B, Fisher, assistant to Mr Farmer, chemist, of 
Duke-street, Manchester-square. It appears that 
Mr. Fisher has for some time past been paying his 
addresses to a young lady residing in Robert- 
street, Paddington. On Tuesday morning, at eight 
o'clock, he went out, and was seen walking with 
the young lady in question in the neighbourhood, 
and engaged with her in earnest conversation. He 
returned home shortly after nine o’clock, and in a 
few minutes went up stairs to his bedroom. About 
ten the youth left in charge of the shop ran up to 
the deceased’s bedroom, and having called Mr. 
Fisher several times without receiving any answer, 
he opened the door, and there discovered the 
deceased lying on the floor struggling, and ap- 
parently in the agonies of death. He raised an 
alarm, and two or three medical gentlemen were 
sent for, and promptly arrived. Antidotes were 
administered, but Mr. Fisher died in two or three 
minutes after, A cup was on the table, which was 
found to have contained a strong dose of prussic 
acid, mixed with brandy. Two letters were also 
found, one addressed by the deceased to his rela- 
tives, and the other to the young lady in question, 
in both of which he declared his intention to com- 
mit the act. 

Suppen Acauisition or £30,000.—An extraor- 
dinary and unexpected instance of good fortune 
has recently occurred to an elderly female, named 
M‘Cormack, who has for some time resided in Cop- 
pice-row, a few doors from Clerkenwell workhouse, 
where she has contrived to obtain a decent main- 
tenance by vending-in her small shop various arti- 
cles of confectionery, The old lady, who is up- 
wards of sixty, on Saturday received a letter from 
a solicitor, announcing to her the death of an aged 
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relative, who had resided near Aberdeen (of which 
place Mrs. M‘Cormack is a native), and also that 
she had been bequeathed property to the amount 
of no less a sum than £30,000. 

Loncrvity.—The Borough of Lambeth Philan- 
thropic Institution (Lodge No. 18), which is sup- 
ported by the voluntary subscriptions of the in- 
habitants of the borough, relieved last week the 
following case:—The recipient, named Thomas 
Totman, residing at 10, Francis-street, Vauxhall- 
street, is of the extraordinary age of 103 years, and 
has been bedridden for the last six; he is quite 
cheerful, and answers every question in the most 
collected manner. He has two sons and two 
daughters living; the ages of the two sons are 
severally 80 and 60 years, and the two daughters 
57 and 53 years. ‘The younger daughter (single) 
is confined to bed, so that it falls to the other 
daughter (a widow) to attend to the comforts of 
both. 

Numerovs Fimrrs.—On Sunday morning, be- 
tween three and four o’clock, a fire broke out on 
the ground floor of Mr, Clark, ironmonger, Lime- 
house-hill, Limehouse, The most judicious means 
were resorted to by the inmates and inhabitants till 
the arrival of the engines and firemen of the Lon- 
don establishment, but the flames were not ex- 
tinguished till the contents of the ground-floor 
rooms had been destroyed, and also part of the 
staircase had been consumed. Nothing was known 
as to the origin of the fire.—A fire, also attended 
with great loss of property, and very narrow 
escape of the family, took place in the extensive 
flour-loft of Mr. Meredith, biscuit-baker, King- 
street, St. George’s in the East, about half-past 
five the same morning. 'The police soon procured 
the engines from the Wellclose and Jeffries squares 
stations, and a fair share of water was supplied 
from the East London mains, but before the fire 
could be arrested in its progress a great quantity 
of stock was consumed, and also considerable 
damage was done to the outbuilding adjoining the 
dwelling-house.—Another fire was discovered at 
the residence of Mr. Moren, Camden-street, Crip- 
plegate, about half-past twelve, but Mr. Mallett, 
with the firemen from the Whitecross-street estab- 
lishment station, so promptly attended that but 
little damage was done. The family, however, 
who were fast asleep in the room, narrowly escaped 
suffocation. 

The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, with Alderman 
Sir James Duke, M.P., attended divine service on 
Sunday morning at St. Sepulchre’s Church, Snow- 
hill, where a sermon was preached on behalf of 
the parochialschools, by the Rev. Thomas Jackson, 
M.A., Principal of the National Society’s Training 
School at Battersea, 

On Sunday afternoon, between three and four 
o'clock, as Mr. Toulmin, the coal-merchant, Mil- 
bank-street, Westminster, was driving a light 
chaise down the Haymarket, drawn by one horse, 
the animal suddenly became unmanageable, and 
darted off with ungovernable speed. At the cor- 
ner of Cockspur-street the vehicle was dashed 
against the post, the collision separated the body 
of the chaise from the shafts, and the horse thus 
set free went off at a frightful pace towards Parlia- 
ment-street. Mr, Toulmin and his son, who was 
with him, were pitched out of the chaise, and 
severely though not dangerously injured, The 
horse was stopped at Whitehall, without doing 
any further mischief, 

Mr. Mills held an inquest on Saturday last at 
the Victoria, Kingsland, Hornsey parish, on the 
body of the late Mrs. Mary Anne Lambert, aged 
52, the widow of an eminent bargeowner. From 
the evidence it appeared that the deceased, who 
had been wealthy, was of a speculative disposition, 
and that last June she purchased an inn at Hoddes- 
don, which proved a decided failure. She dined 
at her son-in-law’s last weck, and returning home 
she lighted her fire, and then tied herself to the 
cross rail of her bed, not more than three feet from 
the ground, and thus strangled herself. As she 
had locked herself in, her door had to be forced 
open, when she was found quite dead, The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘‘ Insanity.”’ 

On Saturday last an inquest was held by Thomas 
Wakley, Esq., M.P., at the Prince Albert, Swinton- 
street, on the body of William Gale, aged 74, an 
officer of the Customs. On Wednesday week, by 
arrangement, upon his reaching his offices, he was 
to have been presented with a piece of plate, as a 
testimonial of long and faithful services in the 
department by which he was employed. Between 
eight and nine o’clock on that morning deceased 
was walking along Swinton-street, towards the 
Custom-houee, when he suddenly fell down and 
instantly expired. Deceased had on many occasions 
expressed to his family and friends an earnest wish 
to die suddenly and unexpectedly. The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘‘ Natural death.’ 

Information has been received by the police that 
Mr. Lascelles, of Berwick-street, Soho, a jeweller, 
had been plundered of a yaluable gold chain by a 
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lady who called at his residence in a brougham, 
and mentioning the name of a customer, requested 
to look at some gold chains, eventually departing 
without making any purchase; and shortly after- 
wards a gold chain worth £15 was missed. uring 
the week a gold pillar chain was stolen under 
similar circumstances from Mr. Greenwood, of 
Hanway-yard, Oxford-street ; and a gold mivil 
chain from a jeweller’s near the Mansion-house. 
The supposed thief is about 40 years of age, dressed 
in a black satin mantilla, trimmed with fur, and 
velvet bonnet. 

A meeting of the parochial authorities of St. 
Martin’s, Ludgate, took place at the vestry-room of 
the parish church, on Saturday, according to annual 
custom, for the purpose of distributing amongst the 
oldest men in the parish, being destitute, a sum of 
money, left for that purpose by Mr. Peter Joyce, 
a wealthy trader in the neighbourhood. ‘To thirty 
old men a guinea each was given, and they then 
adjourned to the Blue Last Tavern, where a plain 
entertainmont was gratuitously provided for them. 
The parochial authorities also dined at the same 
tavern in the evening. 

At the close of the past week the wardens of St. 
Saviour’s, Southwark, distributed to six poor house- 
keepers the sum of 16s. 8d. cach, being the gift of 
some generous person, unknown. They also dis- 
tributed the sum of £12 6s, amongst poor house- 
keepers, in sums not exceeding £2, and not less 
than £1 each, the gift of Edward Speak, Esq. 
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Very Fortunate.—At the close of last week 
a gentleman named Bingham, who had arrived at 
the Euston-square terminus from Bedford, hired a 
cab to convey him and his luggage to 111, Regent- 
street, Vauxhall, on arriving at which he dismissed 
the cab, which had scarcely left the door when he 
found that a small carpet-bag, containing a tin cash- 
box with 570 sovereigns in it, was missing. Mr. 
Edwards, the proprietor of the house, and the 
loser, at once started in pursuit of the cab, which 
they found in Arabella-row, Eaton-square, and, 
on opening the door, the bag was found under 
the seat. 

Tue River Prare.—Lord Howden left London 
for Paris on Friday evening. The object of his 
lordship’s visit to the French metropolis is to 
receive the final assent of the Cabinet of the 
Tuileries to the modifications which may be ne- 
cessary to terminate, satisfactorily to all parties, 
the hostilities on the River Plate. “Lord Howden’s 
departure for South America, as British Minister 
at the Court of Brazil, was deemed a fitting oppor- 
tunity for the two Governments, acting in concert, 
to arm him with powers and instructions to bring 
the quarrels of the belligerent republics to a peace- 
ful adjustment. 

APPREHENDED Rrors.—Aberdeen and the ad- 
joining counties seem in an inflammable state. At 
Fraserburgh the symptoms of approaching dis- 
turbance were so obvious that a detachment of 
soldiers were sent from Aberdeen, who were, how- 
ever, countermanded when within five miles of 
their destination. 

Saturday last, being the birthday of the Duke of 
Newcastle, the bells in his grace’s parishes rang 
right merrily. Nonobleman can be more yespected 
than his grace, and the poor are amply provided 
for on his estate. Each poor man has his rood of 
land, and, by his grace’s judicious and generous

We have chosen for the present week, as our 
first illustration, the horrible sAcriricr or 
HUMAN LIFE AT CALABAR, on the African 
coast. 

The following is, word for word, the intelli- 
gence brought from that quarter :— 

“* At Calabar there has been a fearful sacrifice 
of more than one hundred persons for a son of 
the late King. The poor creature had been 
dancing egbo all the day, and drinking mimby, or 
palm wine, in large quantities, when he died the 
same night. It is supposed he was poisoned. 
This may be the case, or it may not; we cannot 
tell. ‘The aged mother cried out in African 
frenzy that she had lost her last child, and now 
had none to whom to leave her property; and 
therefore plenty of slaves must be sacrificed. 
Those at market, and all who heard in time, fled 
into the bush, and will remain concealed, or out 
of the way, until the sacrifices cease, which is 
sometimes more than a whole year. The aged 
mother spoke not in vain ; many were the willing 
slaves to execute her will. The sacrifice took 
place, nor was it bloodless. ‘Three holes were 
dug inahouse. The corpse was put into the 
first, with a number of young women! Into the 
second slaves were put; and into the third the 
slaughtered Creoles or town-born people. The 
proportion for each hole was stated as follows :— 
30 female slaves, 40 male slaves, and 29 Creoles. 
Much was done by Mr. Waddell and Mr. 
Edgerly, of the Scotch mission, and by Captain 
Milbourne, of the Dove, in the service of the 
Baptist mission, to try to persuade King Eyamba 
to prevent the sacrifice; but it could not be 
effected.” 


Now, there is a building in this metropolis 
whose parallel is not, we believe, to be found in 
any other. We mean not as to architectural 
display, but with reference to the high purposes 
which it is the means of bringing into light, 
fostering, and maturing. We allude to Exeter 
Hall. ‘The time has been, the time is, when we 
may see thousands therein assembled to discuss 
questions of vital importance to religion, morals, 
and internal polity; and that which strikes us 
most in such an assemblage is the fact, that the 
majority there assembled are womEN! It is in 
truth a temple dedicated to female influence, 
where that influence may be most beneficially 
exerted for universal good. Does not this speak 
volumes for our fair countrywomen? Look upon 
those serious, composed, finely-chiselled features 
—the open brow, the eye full of benevolence, the 
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mouth mutely eloquent in the cause of instruction 
and charity—and you behold the Englishwoman 
making the virtues of home subservient to the 
noblest purposes of humanity. And where else 
shall we look for meetings such as these? In 
Paris, Madrid, Vienna, Rome? Assuredly not. 
And may we not attribute, in some degree, our 
pre-eminence among the nations to a sympathy, 
so large, so well directed, and so happily con- 
fided to its best conservators? And on them, 
therefore, we call in this strife with ‘“ blood- 
boltered ” superstition; to them we appeal, that 
through their representations and remonstrances 
the arm of our MissiIoNARY STRENGTH in 
Arrica may be greatly and usefully increased. 
Assuredly, in the year 1847 of the Christian era, 
a scene so horrible as, that narrated aboye ought 
not to stain the page of modern record in a 
country over which we already exercise a great 
collateral influence, both religious and_ political. 
Great,—but not enough: and to this we call 
the attention of those who both desire and 
actively promote the spread of those pure and 
holy doctrines which assure ‘an immortality of 
blessing as the result of “Peace on earth and 


good will towards man !”

PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

In the House of Lords, on Friday, Jan. 29, Earl 
Fitzwilliam moved for various returns relative to 
the immigration of Irish paupers into Liverpool and 
the ports of the Clyde. After a short discussion 
the returns were agreed to.—The Earl of Aberdeen 
wished to know it any answer had been received 
to the last despatch of Lord Palmerston, through 
Lord Normanby, to the French Government, in 
reference to the Spanish marriages.—The Marquis 
of Lansdowne said that the answer had been shown 
to Lord Palmerston that morning, but until that 
evening he would not be in possession of a copy of 
it.—After a few words from Lord Brougham the 
mattter dropped.—The House shortly afterwards 
adjourned. 

On Monday their lordships sat for a short time, 
but no business of general interest was transacted. 

On Tuesday, on the motion of the Duke of 
Richmond, the select committee of 1845, on entailed 
estates, was reappointed, with a view to considering 
the propriety of extending the provisions of the 
existing law to Ireland, in order to enable the pro- 
prietors of entailed estates to avail themselves of 
loans, for the purpose of draining and permanently 
improving them.—The Marquis of Lansdowne, in 
reply to a question from Lord Stanley, stated that 
it was intended to remodel the Poor-law Com- 
mission, and that it was proposed one commissioner 
should be resident in Ireland; further than this 
he was not prepared to state at present. 

The House of Lords did not sit on Wednesday. 

In the House of Commons on Friday a great 


number of railway and other private bills were 


forwarded. The Distilling from Sugar Bill, after 
a few words from Mr. Hume and other members, 
was read a second time, and ordered to be ecom- 
mitted. The Buck Wheat Importation Bill was 
reported, and ordered to be readathird time. The 
second reading of the Customs Duties Bill was 
postponed until Monday. The House then 
adjourned, 

On Monday thirty-seven railway and other bills 
were read a second time and ordered to be com- 
mitted, Lord John Russell then moved the order 
of the day for the second reading of the Irish 
Poor Bill. <A dull debate followed; all the 
speakers differing equally, more or less, from the 
Premier, and from each other. ‘The debate was 
adjourned by Mr. Hamilton. 

On Tuesday, Sir F. Thesiger informed the House 
that the Court of Exchequer Chamber had that day 
reversed the decision of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench in the case of ‘* Howard against the Sergeant- 
at-Arms,’’ The Labouring Poor (Ireland) Bill, 
after a debate of some continuance, was read a 
a second time; as also were the Poor Relief 
ea) and the Destitute Persons (Ireland) 

ills. 

On Wednesday the House of Commons made 
‘‘a House’’ and sat for about an hour. No busi- 
ness of importance was transacted. 

Lord Robert Grosvenor was elected one of the 
representatives in Parliament for the county of 
Middlesex, on Wednesday last, without opposition. 

The election of a member to represent the west- 
ern division of the county of Sussex, in the room 
of Col. Wyndham, who has accepted the stewardship 
of the Chiltern Hundreds, took place at Chichester 
on Tuesday, when Richard Prime, Esq., of Wal- 
burton, was elected without any opposition, 
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INDIA. 

Intelligence was received on Thursday from 
India in anticipation of the overland mail. 

The accounts from the Punjaub are full of in- 
terest. The Vuzcer, Lal Singh, having been con- 
victed of a treacherous communication with the 
insurgents of Cashmere, was summarily deposed, 
and the British authorities were requested 
to occupy the Lahore territory till the young 
Maharajah, who is now only in his seventh year, 
shall attain his majority. The requisition has 
been complied with; and the Sikhs are to be 
under the protection of 10,000 British troops, to- 
wards whose maintenance they are to contribute a 
sum amounting to a quarter of a million sterling 
annually. The entire administration to be in our 
hands, each department being presided over by a 
Sikh Sirdar, but all of them under the super- 
intendence of Colonel Lawrence. 


The Queen held a Privy Council on Thursday at 
Windsor Castle. ‘The Council broke up soon after 
three o’clock, and at half-past three o’clock the 
Ministers and officers of state took their departure 
from the castle for the Slough station of the Great 
Western Railway, and returned to town by a 
special train. 

The marriage of the Lady Eleanora Caroline 
Paget, eldest daughter of the Earl of Uxbridge, 
with Mr. Sandford Graham, eldest son of Sir 
Sandford Graham, of Kirkstall Abbey, in the 
county of York, was celebrated on Thursday, at 
St. George’s Church, Hanover-square, in the 
presence of a very brilliant circle of the aristocracy, 

As at present arranged, the Court will leave 
Windsor Castle on Tuesday next, the 9th instant, 
for Buckingham Palace, where, on Wednesday, 
the 10th, there will be a grand dinner in celebra- 
tion of the 7th anniversary of their marriage. The 
first levée of the season has been announced for 
Friday, the 12th instant, at St. James’s Palace.

On Monday an inquest was held on the body of 
Francis Fead, Esq., late a captain in the Royal 
Navy, who died suddenly at his residence in Wool- 
wich, on Sunday. William Frederick Fead, a 
commander in the Royal Navy, deposed to the good 
state of deceased’s health on the day preceding his 
death. The jury returned a verdict of Died 
from disease of the heart.” 

The Marquis and Marchioness of Ailesbury are 
expected to leave town for Paris towards the close 
of the ensuing month. 

A. parliamentary commissioner has just ter- 
minated the preliminary inquiries for the first bill 
introduced by a company for a cemetery of 150 
acres, east of London, the estimates of which, 
being proved, showed a return of a net dividend 
per annum of from 12 to 20 per cent. 

There are now thirty clergymen of the Church 
of England descendants of the Hebrew race, be- 
sides several hundreds of lay members. 

Sir William Massey Stanley is appointed one of 
the stewards for the grand French steeple-chases 
which take place near Paris on the 11th of April 
next. The first prize amounts to 12,500 francs 
(£500), and the second to 2,500 francs (£100). 

In consequence of the grand French steeple- 
chases being fixed so near the same time, the 
stewards of the Windsor steeple-chases have been 
induced to make their appointment a week earlier, 
and have fixed these aristocratic races for Easter 
Monday and Tuesday. The line of country this 
year will be selected on the Berkshire side of the 
river. 

The sum cleared by the entertainment given by 
Mr. Wilson, at the Princess’s Concert-room, last 
weck, for the benefit of his distressed countrymen 
in the highlands of Scotland, amounted to £85 19s. 
(after all the expenses were defrayed), including 
£25 given by Sir Charles Forbes. 

Sir Robert Peel has raised his labourers’ wages 
from 12s. to 15s. a week, in consequence of the 
present dearness of food, 

The Earl of Ellesmere took the oaths and his 
seat in the House of Lords on Monday, and sub- 
scribed the parliamentary roll. 

The Army and Navy Club are going to astonish 
London with the most magnificent clubhouse ever 
yet built. 

The Queen has pardoned four of the convicts 
that were.most conspicuous in their exertions at a 
late fire in the Woolwich dockyard.

The extensive factories in connection with the 
locomotive and carriage works of the Eastern 
Counties Railway, erecting, adjacent to the station 
at Stratford, and the 300 houses and church, for 
the accommodation of the company’s workmen, 
have received the title of Hudson’s New ‘Town. 

The Goldsmiths’ Company have presented a 
donation of £200 towards the King’s College Hos- 
pital Building Fund. 

There are now in the Birmingham workhouse 
613 persons, 593 of whom are paupers—and. this 
in a season of no extraordinary distress. 

The pheasant and partridge season terminated 
on Monday, after one of the most abundant game 
seasons which has been known for many years. 

On Monday last upwards of one hundred tons 
of sprats and plaice were landed at Billingsgate, 
the former fish being retailed at 3lb. for one penny, 
aud plaice of a large size selling for one halfpenny 
each,

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HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

It is at present fixed that this theatre shall be 
opened for the season on ‘Tuesday, the 16th inst., 
upon which occasion Donizetti's “ La Favorita”’ 
will be produced, the principal characters to be 
sustained by Mdlle.

DRURY LANE. 

Mr. Travers has again performed in ‘The Favour- 
ite,’ and fully bore out the high opinion we ex- 
pressed of his talents last week. In our review, a 
typographical error occurred. In speaking of his 
voice we said,— It is at once manly and sweet, 
and, more than all, always in time’—the word 
should have been tune, 

After the opera of “ The Favourite,” on Thurs- 
day, was produced a new ballet of action, in one 
act, called “The Pretty Sicilian,” As the “ poe- 
try of motion” is difficult to do justice to in plain 
prose, we will merely say that the ballet was highly 
successful; the dancing of M. Croce and Made- 
moiselle Marictta Baderna delighted the au- 
dience. These two new dancers will prove a great 
acquisition to the theatre. 

HAYMARKET, 

On Thursday evening one of those dramatic 
events took place at this theatre which call for 
marked attention from the critics—namely, the 
production of a new five-act comedy. ‘The work 
we are about to review is called “ 'The School for 
Scheming,” and was from the talented pen of Mr. 
Bourcic: vault, author of ‘‘London Assurance’”’ and se- 
veral other dramas. Before we enter upon the merits 
or defects of the play, we will run through the 
main points of the plot, which are as follow :— 

Job Sykes (Mr. Webster) was a foundling selected 
from an asylum by a dashing roué, C laude Plan- 
taganet (Mr. W. Farren), to serve him as a stable- 
boy. Claude dissipates his fortune, while Job, by 
labour, rises, step by step, till he has become a 
manufacturer, of great wealth, and the proprictor of 
the very estate his former master had possessed, 
Married to a lady of rank whom he loved, the quon- 
dam groom shortly disgusts his fine w ife, and she 
leaves him, taking w ith her his child, who, edu- 
cated apart, under a changed name—Craven Acton 
(Mr. Howe)—enters the world after his mother’s 
death, and commences a spendthrift career. Jod, 
who has_ yearned for years after the affection of 
his son, but, fearing that contempt had been in- 
stilled into his mind, dares not avow himself; 
but, in the character of ‘‘ X.Y.,’’ a money y-lender, 
follows young Craven Acton, warding off all 
dangers which menace him, but eventually, 
to all appearance, causes his ruin. Craven is 
in love with Helen Plantaganet (Miss Fortes- 
cue), the daughter of Claude, who, after accept- 
ing him, jilts “him for Lord Fipley (Mr, Selby), 
who in his turn jilts her, and then she finds her 
lover Craven treat her with contempt. Claude, on 
the other hand, in attempting to marry a fortune, 
finds he has wedded, in the person of Mrs. Fox 
French (Mrs. Glover), a deeper schemer than 
himself, who has a list of debts as long as her arm. 
On this involvement of the schemers in their own 
toils ends the fourth act. The fifth act opens at 
Boulogne-sur-Mer, after a lapse of two years. Our 
schemers have experienced adversity, and, cured of 
their propensity, have almost accepted with con- 
tent their reduced condition. Helen only retains 
the bitterness of repentance in all its force; she 
still loves her once-contemned lover, uow the 
avowed son of the wealthy Job, The comedy con- 
cludes by Craven's discovery that Helen has se- 
cretly applied a legacy of £30,000 to the payment 
of her father’s debts, and that her affection is 
now worthy of her and of him. The other cha- 

racters in the work are more or less episodical, or 
are used as means to bring about the purpose of 
illustrating the folly of scheming. ‘There is one 
character we have not mentioned, bec ‘ause not being a 
pivot of the plot, but that deserves especial mention, 

The Mac Dun-num of Dunnum, a capitalist (Mr. 
Buckstone). This was one of the best characters 
in the comedy, and most original. We never re- 

member to have seen a comedy in which we felt 
such deep regret that some parts should be so 
unworthy of the greater portion. The three first 
acts, although too long, were entertaining, spark- 
ling, brilliant. The fourth act met with some dis- 
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approbation, but the whole cause of it may easily be 
cut out, to the great improvement of the piece. 
The letter found in the miniature is quite uncalled 
for, and had nearly proved the ruin of the comedy 
from its great length. All the performers played 
their best, and everything the management could 
do to ensure success was done. Mr. Selby, from 
the Adelphi, made his first appearance on these 
boards — in a character too directly copied 
from “'The Memoirs of an Umbrella,’? Edward 
Spiff, which he played at the Adelphi. We have 
seldom seen a sweeter piece of acting than that of 
Miss Fortescue. There is some very excellent 
writing in ‘The School for Scheming,’”” but we are 
sorry ‘Mr. Bourcicault, the author, should have 
chosen so much of the black side of human 
nature for the ground-work of nearly all his cha- 
racters. 

At the conclusion, Mr. Bourcicault was led on 
by Mr. Webster, who announced the comedy for 
repetition every evening. 

PRINCESS’S. 

At this theatre there has been, during the weck, 
no novelty—not even a bad house; which, since 
"The Seven Maids of Munich” and “Anne Boley ne”’ 
have been played alternately, would have been 
regarded as quite a novelty. 

Miss Anne Romer, sister to Miss Romer of 
Drury Lane, will make her first appearance on 
the stage, at this theatre, on Tuesday next, as 
Adelgisa, in “‘Norma.”’ Norma will be sustained 
by Miss Bassano. 

Owing to the length of our review of Mr. Bour- 
cicault’s comedy, we are compelled to omit any 
notice of the other theatres, further than saying 
they are all going on most prospcrously. 


DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL CHIT-CHAT. 

A Dancer’s Moprsry.—Old_ Vestris, who 
flourished as a dancer at the latter end of the last 
century, used, modestly, to style himself the 
“ God of Dance !’ ’ “T'only know of three great 
men in Europe,” he would often say, ‘the King 
of Prussia, Monsieur de Voltaire, and pee 
He once observed to a friend, in a fit of melan- 
choly at some cross he had met with, ‘ I assure 
you sometimes I begin to think that I would rather 
be even a simple captain in a cavalry regiment 
than what Iam.” 

It is expected that an early night, after the 
opening of her Majesty’s Theatre, will be dev oted, 


‘with the whole of the resources of the éstablish- 


ment, to the relief of the destitute Scotch and 
Trish. 

AccipENT AT CovEeNnT-gARDEN THEATRE.—On 
Sunday afternoon, betw een two and three o’clock, 
an accident of a very serious character happened 
within the walls of Covent-garden Theatre to a 
labourer named Bushill Molloy, aged 45. He was 
at work at the time, and was ascending a ladder, 
when, after having reached about tw enty -six fect 
from the ground, he missed his footing, and was 
precipitated with such force as to fracture his thigh, 
besides receiving several other extensive injuries. 
He was immediately removed to the Charing -cross 
Hospital, where he now lies in a very precarious 
condition, 

A renter’s share of Drury Lane Theatre was 
sold the other day, at Garraway’s, for £95. 
This is a sum that has not been realized for many 
years past. The share entitled the purchaser to 
1s. 3d. per night, whenever the theatre shall be 
open, and also an admission to all the public parts 
of the theatre. 

We have always had some doubts about J enny 
Lind’s appearance at her Majesty’s Theatre, and 
from the following lines, in a letter from Mr. Bunn 
to that lady, it seems that he decidedly believes he 
still possesses the power to prevent her making 
her début at any other theatre than Drury-lane. 
Mr. Bunn says :—“ As it is alleged that the pro- 
posed violation of your engagement with me is 
based upon your inability to master the English 
language, I repeat the offer contained in my letter 
of the 20th of last March, that you sing in either 
German or Italian, and thusremove any objectionon 
your part to yourappearanceat Drury-lane Theatre. 
Ihave resolved to repudiate any offer of a compro- 
mise not based on the important condition of your 
début in England taking place in this theatre. I 
therefore trust that, havi ing got rid of all impedi- 
ment, you will apprise me, by the first post, of the 
precise time I may expect you, to enable me to make 
every necessary preparation. I am, Madame, your 
very obedient servant, A. Bunn.—Madlle. Jenny 
Lind, Vienna.”’ This letter, if anything can speak 
plainly, certainly goes to show that Mr. Bunn’s claim 
has not * long since expired.’’ Poor Jenny no doubt 
often exclaims with Mercutio, “*A plague on both 
your houses.”

DRAWING AND PAINTING. 
THE WHITE CAMELLIA. 


We have in former numbers of this journal in- 
troduced the subject generally of this delightful 
art—one which may be made not only ornamental, 
but lucrative also, to those who have a taste for the 
disposition of colours, and a just appreciation of 
the beauty of form as it is presented to us in the 
wide demesne of floriculture. As every subject 
requires a distinct treatment, we think we cannot 
do better than describe the process of modelling, 
as applicable to each flower separately, beginning 
with that which follows :— 

A sheet of tissue paper being placed on the 
table, begin to cut out, and take care to prepare the 
exact number of petals required before using any 
of them. ‘The wax should be slightly heated (the 
hand may be applied for this purpose), before cut- 
ting it out, to prevent its cracking; or it may be 
better at this season of the year to have a jug of 
warm water on the table, to keep your hands warm 
while making and preparing. You should then 
use the pin to make a curl or crease in the middle 
of every leaf; after that turn the wax on the dull 
side, and curl it lightly with the head of the pin 
on every leaf across the top; after finishing this, 
mix a small portion of the lightest yellow paint to 
the thickness of new cream; not making it heavy, 
as itis to be used pale. Begin so and praldibliy 
diminish in colour; not colouring the last fifteen 
petals. ‘The stem is to be made of the wire; the 
length according to your own taste. One sheet of 
white next to be used for the pulp, and to be rolled 
tightly. The fourth of one inch of the wire to be 
turned under half of the sheet of wax: for, after 
the greatest pains are bestowed, the wire is likely 
to come undone if this precaution be not used. 
The petals are to be lightly touched in the centre 
with the light yellow paint—there are eight different 
sizes. Begin with the smallest; there being nine of 
these, that will be three for each of the three rows 
required. The next are the same number, to be 
put four in the first round, and five in the next; 
these three to be put on in thesame manner. Then 
there will be six, a larger size in two rounds; then 
five to be put round in equal distances from each 
other; then fifteen to be put on in three rounds, 
Your flower ‘will now be finished, except nine more 
petals, three of pale lemon, and six of yellow 
green. Here it alters: the largest are to be putin 
first, which will be the light yellow; these are to 
be fixed close to the stem, to keep it firm. But, 
before putting on these leaves, they are to be 
painted with crimson powder, and a little sepia (of 
which buy a cake for that purpose); the stem to be 
covered with dark green wax. If you feel inclined 
to makea bud, the last fifteen not to be added.” It 
will be advisable to purchase the dark green leaves 
ready made for this flower. ASS Sb 
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THE VALSE A DEUX TEMPS, 
BY M. CELLARIUS. 


Ido not think it at all necessary to be in this 
pee the defender or the promoter of the Valse a 


eux Temps; I will only say that I have never - 


heard it severely criticised, save by those who have 
not executed it. Nay, its most violent detractors, 
from the moment that they have been able to ap- 
preciate its many advantages, have ranged them- 
selves among its most zealous partisans. The 
waltzer should keep the knees slightly bent—for, 
if the knees be too much extended, stiffness, and a 
sort of ungraceful effort, or jump, necessarily 
occurs : but at the same time this bending of the 
knees ought to be of the slightest, and scarcely 
discernible to sight; the waltzer ought, in fact, 
rather to feel that he attains this position, than to 
allow the art he employs to be seen. Ars est celare 
artem, At each measure the waltzer makes a step, 
that is, glisser with one foot and chasser with the 
other. Thus the Valse 4 Deux Temps differs from 
that @ trois, inasmuch as the latter describes a 
circle, and the former is performed, as it were, 
squarely, and turns only on the glissade. It is ab- 
solutely necessary tomark this distinction, in order 
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to appreciate the difference of movement and of 
character in the two waltzes. 

The position of the gentleman is not the same in 
the Valse 4 Deux Temps as in that 4 Trois Temps. 
He must not place himself in face of the lady, but 
a little to the right, and incline a little to the right 
shoulder, which will admit of his easily launching 
into movement and leading his partner gracefully 
onward. This waltz ought, properly speaking, to 
be called the Valse 4*‘Deux Pas; and I much re- 
gret the confusion that has arisen from the cir- 
cumstance of its being styled otherwise. It would 
have indicated clearly that deux pas was to be 
executed in trois temps of the music —namely, 
the premier pas, or the premier temps ; thus allowing 
deuxiéme temps to pass; and finally executing the 
seconde pas in the troisiemetemps. Thus exactitude 
would have been arrived at. ‘The gentleman in the 
Valse & Deux Temps sets out with the /eft foot ; 
the lady with the right. What I have said as it 
respects the gentleman applies in great measure to 
the lady. She must avoid stiffness of attitude, 
and particularly in the arm next to that of her 
partner; and she should abstain also from leaning 
too heavily on his arm or hand, or, in other words, 
to cramponne. 'The grand defect of waltzers not 
sufficiently habituated to the movement is to throw 
themselves too far back, to turn away the head, to 
straighten the position over-much—all of which is 
completely antagonistical to the oblique direction 
of the waltz. The waltzers of Germany are 
especially careful to avoid these various defects.

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LITERATURE. 

Azeth, the Egyptian. A Novel. 3 vols. Newby. ? 
The subject chosen by the author of these volumes 

is one of acknowledged difficulty. It is the por- 
traiture of the mind and manners of the ancient 
Egyptians, a people respecting whom we get our 
chief knowledge from prowlings among tombs, and 
the unrolling of musty mummies, ‘lo make such 
dead bones liveis, indeed, a hard task; for not- 
withstanding all the much-to-be-valued labours of 
Belzoni, Salt, Rossellini, &c., we have still so slen- 
der an acquaintance with the habits of these 
people, who are quite a psychological curiosity, 
that it requires no small amount of imagination, 
as well as learning, to give clothing and consistency 
to an epic narrative extending back seven centuries 
before the Christian era, to the times of Psamme- 
tichus, Sethos, and Senacherib, and introducing 
the priest and warrior castes of Egypt speaking 
and acting as they would have done in days of 
yore. Indeed, the manners of ancient and modern 
times are so different, the views respecting female 
society so diametrically opposite, the habits of 
thought respecting abstract morals so diverse, that 
it is scarcely fair to exyj ect triumphant success 
from any writer whatever, The authors of 
‘“‘ Anastasius” and ‘ Pompeii,’’ splendid as were 
those productions, were not entirely successful; and 
even to have failed in such company would have 
been no disgrace. The author of ‘ Azeth,” how- 
ever, so far from failing, has earned just praise for 
the creditable performance of a very delicate and 
difficult task. Somewhat mystically disposed in his 
notion of metaphysics, he has adopted a style which, 
if not at first very palatable to a practical, plain- 
thinking English public, harmonizes happily 
with the dreamy mythological notions of the 
Egyptian priesthood, from whom he selects the 
clever but bad Amasis as the representative of 
his caste and the betrayer of his country. The 
story we have not room to detail; but we most 
heartily recommend it to our readers, not as being 
without faults, or without passages that may prove 
tiresome in reading, but as containing likewise 
many, very many, descriptions, the graphical style 
and unquestionable accuracy of which must raise 
feelings of a most agreeable surprise; and through 
the volumes several dialogues are dispersed in- 
dicative of no trifling knowledge of human 
character. 

The Botanic Garden ; or, Magazine of Hardy Flower- 
ing Plants: to which is added, The Fruitist. By 
B. Maunp, F.L.S. BR. Groombridge and Sons. 

We have no hesitation in saying that this is one of 

the best works of the kind ever published serially 

in this country, both as it respects the illustrations 

and text. Under the head of ‘* Gardening,” in a 

past number, will be found a description of the poire 

d’ Auch, which is well worthy the attention of those 

(and who does not that has a garden) who take 

an interest in such subjects. 

Curabilité de la Phthisie et des Scrofules appuyée sur 
des Preuves Authentiques. Par A. M. Bureaud, 
Riofrey, Docteur en Medicine de la Faculté de 
Paris, &c. &c. Paris and London, Bailliére. 

Those dreadful diseases, consumption and scro- 
fula, are treated with much ability in a French 
work under the above title, a copy of which we 
have now before us. From what the author states 
we learn that he practised for a short time in Lon- 
don, and that he has published a work in English 
which we have not had the good fortune to meet 
with. We are sorry we have not space for noticing 
the details of the present work -with the care which 
is due to their merit; we can only. say that the 
first part is almost entirely diagnostic. He justly 
reprobates the imprudent practice, too much en- 
couraged, of saying that phthisis is incurable, 
which damps the spirits of the patient, and 
banishes the great aid to recovery often derived 
from hope and a cheerful state of mind. As one 
means of cure, he recommends the use of liber- 
trann, or cod-liver oil, which he regards as a good 
commencement of a course of regimen calculated 
to increase the tendency which the human body 
may have to become fat. The author is, indeed, 
always favourable to the influence of adipose sub- 
stances. He is no friend to the starving system, 
and recommends good living in this greatly debili- 
tating malady. 
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THE MAGAZINES. 


Blackwood.—There are fewer articles than usual, 
this month, in always-welcome Blackwood. In 
sooth, the present number is nothing if not political. 
One very entertaining article, however, on “The 
French Theatres,” &c., enables us to give a sin- 
gularly graphic extract. 

““The present company at this pleasant theatre is 
rich in talent. It includes seven or eight actors and 
actresses, who may be justly termed excellent in their 


respective styles. At the top of the list stands Bouffé 
and Déjazet. Respecting the latter, we have but little 
to add to the opinion we expressed in a recent number 
of this magazine. After a long and fatiguing career, 
and at an age when most actresses have either left the 
scene, or dwindled into duennas and other subordi- 
nate parts, she still affords more pleasure by her per- 
formances than nine tenths of her youthful contempo- 
raries. Her making-up is admirable, and she and 
Madame Doche divide between them the honour of 
being the best-dressed women on the French stage. 
In the ball-room or the street she still looks young ; 
for although her face depends upon paint, her figure 
is erect and juvenile, and one would hardly suspect her 
of being the mother of ‘ Monsieur Eugene Déjazet, 
who has attained some celebrity as a musical com- 
poser, and of a daughter who appeared at the St. 
James’s Theatre, in 1844, under the name of Made- 
moiselle Herminie.’ Her generosity and excellent 
heart have endeared her to her comrades. Her wit 
and ready repartee are proverbial. Mr. Hervey quotes 
a few of her ion mots, but he might have made a better 
selection. It is true that, besides the difficulty of 
translation, he may have been hampered by the Tati- 
tude the lady allows herself. He regrets that a 
collection of her smart sayings is not made, to be 
called Déjazetiana; and opines that it would rival in 
merit, and far surpass in bulk, the volume containing 
the sallies of the famous Sophie Arnould. Something 
of the sort has been published, under the title of the 
‘Perroquet de Mademoiselle Déjazet,’ but toits au- 
thenticity or value we are unable to speak. 

“In the year 1821 a young man in his twenty-first 
year, by trade a carver and gilder, was engaged to act 
at the new theatre of the Panorama Dramatique, at 
the enormous salary of twelve pounds per annum, ‘T'o 
augment this pittance, and to please his father, who 
was averse to his new profession, he employed himself 
between the acts in gilding frames in a small work- 
shop behind the scenes. This ill-paid aspirant to 
histrionic fame was Marie Bouffé, ‘the most perfect 
comedian of the day,’ says Mr. Hervey, and we fully 
coincide in the verdict. Bouffé is one of the most in- 
telligent, accomplished, and agreeable actors we ever 
saw, subtle and delicate in his conceptions of character, 
energetic without rant, ever true to» Nature, and of 
a rare versatility of talent. We have known several 
persons who fancied, partly perhaps on account of his 
name, thet he only acted comic parts ; they should see 
him obtain a succes de larmes, throw a ible theatre 
into tears, by his exquisite feeling and pathos in 
serious ones. No actor more thoroughly makes his 
audience forget that he is one. His identification with 
his part is complete. The two lines of characters he 
usually takes are old men and lads, even very young 
boys; and in both he. perfectly succeeds, We are 
doubtful in which to prefer him. As the noisy, lively, 
mischievous urchin in the Gamin de Paris, and as the 
griping old miser in the Idle del’ Avare, he is equally 
excellent. His countenance is remarkable. A clever 
critic-has said of him, that he has the physiognomy of 
a Mephistopheles and the eye of an angel. The ob- 
servation is singularly happy: there ¢s something 
Mephistophelian in the curve of his nose, and in the 
lines around his mouth. His command of expression 
is extraordinary ; his eyes, especially, alternately 
flash fire and grow dim with melancholy or tenderness. 
His figure is short, thin, and frail; his general appear- 
ance sickly, and not without cause, for poor Bouffé is 
consumptive, and, to judge from his looks, not long 
for this world. The only actor upon the French or 
English stage with whom we can compare him is the 
veteran Farren. But the comparison is to the advan- 
tage of the Frenchman, whose chief characteristic is 
his entire freedom from mannerism and stage trick. 
Mr. Farren is of the old and sterling school of actors, 
of which, unfortunately, so few remain. He stands 
first in his line upon the British boards, and deserves 
to be spoken of with all respect. Would that we had 
a dozen as good! But he has his faults, and the chief 
one is mannerism, certain peculiar ways that prevent 
the spectator from forgetting the actor in the person 
he represents, trifles which it may be hypercritical to 
cavil at, but which nevertheless spoil the illusion, 
and compel the exclamation, ‘There is Farren.’ ”’ 


Bentley's Miscellany.—Albert Smith, in this num- 
ber, has been guilty of a very pleasant theft from 
“The Percy Reliques,” entitled “ The Boy and the 
Mantle.’ Alfred Crowquill poetizes on winter 
in his usual froliesome and punning vein ; 
“ Captain Spike” and “ Bryan O’Lynn” are con- 
tinued ; and from the admirable paper on ‘ Nelson 
and Carraciolo” we make an extract, in the spirit 
of which we wholly agree.

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The preceding patterns are adapted for short purses 
or bags in any bright-coloured silk, with gold cord 
or passing; the bottoms may be square, with a 
fringe of gold beads as a finish.

In blue and white six-thread fleecy, with a large 
ivory needle. Make a chain of the required length, 
and crochet two plain rows of white ground. In 
the next row commence the above pattern, to form 
the border in blue on the white ground. This 
border is so designed that the pattern can be made 
perfect at the corners by simply continuing it at 
the sides, each row of the side border being worked 
at the same time with that of the centre. The 
centre is composed of the annexed pattern :— 
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_ This covering can be worked either square or 
in a long square. It will be exceedingly warm 
and useful as an open carriage wrapper, when 
scarlet and drab, or blue and claret fleecy, may 
be used. For cither of these purposes, the 
crocheting should be done lightly and loosely with 
a very large needle. When worked for mats or rugs, 
eight-thread fleecy is preferable, and the crocheting 
should be done as tightly as convenient. 


ANOTHER SQUARE PATTERN WITH A BORDER. 
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These patterns may be worked very prettily — 
the first for the border, the other for the centre—the 
ground of both being drab, Every other star 
in the border is gold colour, the alternate stars 
being blue and crimson, those parts marked white 
in the engraving being black. In the centre 
the small stars are all gold colour, the larger 
figures alternately crimson and blue. a 
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In working, the gold-coloured wool, both in the 
border and centre, is to be carried through the 
whole piece, but the blue and crimson stars may 
be introduced in short lengths, the ends of which 
must be run in at the back of the work, or it may 
be lined with silk. 

Two rows of open crochet in black are to be 
worked round the whole square when finished. 

The stars may be crocheted in one shade of each 
colour; but it will be pretticr, and quite as easy, 
to work them in various shades. 


A ROUND D’OYLEY OR MAT. 

Commence with a chain of six inches, in black 
eight-thread fleecy. Unite both ends. Crochet 
all round, increasing in every stitch for the first 
row. 

The pattern may be formed in three shades of 
scarlet on a blue ground of three shades; the darkest 
shade of the scarlet being on the lightest shade of 
the blue. 

Second row is one stitch of dark scarlet and two 
stitches of light blue alternately, forming the 
commencement of a star of six points. Third row 
—three stitches of the dark scarlet and two of the 
blue. Fourth row—five stitches of a lighter shade 
of scarlet and two of the blue. Fifth row—five 
stitches of the lighter scarlet and three of the 
second shade of blue. Sixth row—three stitches 
of the lightest scarlet and six of the second blue. 
Eighth row—one stitch of the lightest scarlet and 
eight of the darkest blue. Ninth row—one plain 
row of the darkest blue. Three plain rows of 
black finish the D’Oyley. 

In every row, increasing stitches are to be made 
in blue, and also in the plain rows of black. 


TRAVELLING BAGS. 

Travelling bags worked in eight-thread fleecy 
are very strong. ‘They may be mounted in the 
same manner as the usual carpet bags. Any of 
the patterns we have given will be suitable.

THE FLOWER OF THE SEASON. 
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THE CHRISTMAS ROSE. 


In this place we may not inaptly speak of the 
ROSE, properly so-called, derived through the 
French from the Latin rosd, and the Greek podoy, 
And it may fearlessly be said that no genus of 
pions is more universally esteemed than that 
‘orming the type of the natural order of Rosaceex, 

Rosacex proper include the truc roses ( Roser), 
the cinquefoils (Potentillez, ) the spirmas (Spire), 
¢ and the neuradas (Neuradew), ‘They are herbace- 
ous plants or shrubs. ‘This family includes about 
570 species and 20 genera, principally inhabitants 
of the temperate and cold northern hemisphere. 

The rose was well known in ancient times, and 
was quite as great a favourite among the older na- 
tions as it is now. It is not found in South 
5 America or in Australia. 

? The rose is more frequently cultivated as an or- 
& than for its applications to medicine or 
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the arts. It has, however, astringent, tonic, and 
other properties which render it useful in medicine 
In the East it is extensively grown for the purpose 
of procuring, in a variety of ways, the volatile oil 
which gives it its delicious fragrance. For these 
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purposes the species that are mostly cultivated are 
R. moschata, centifolia, and damascena, from all of 
which the attar, or oil of roses, maybe procured in 
considerable quantity. The attar forms an object 
of considerable commercial importance on the 
coast of Barbary, in Syria, Persia, India, and va- 
rious parts of the East. 

The moschata, or musk-rose, is one of the oldest 
inhabitants of our gardens; and is also found na- 
tive in North Africa, and in the warm provinces of 
Spain. It has slender recuryed prickles, the 
surfaces of its leaflets of different colours; acute 
narrow stipules, with numerous white fragrant 
flowers. It is an autumnal rose, and is very gene- 
rally cultivated on account of the beautiful musk 
scent of its flowers. It is supposed to be the rose 
of Persia, in the branches of which the poets of 
that country delight to describe the dudbul (singing 
nightingale) pouring forth her music— 

; “On the ear of night!” 

The plant of which we give an illustration is 
known as the Helleborus Niger. 

Of the very numerous species of varieties of the 
genus, three only are indicated in the ‘‘ Pharma- 
copaia’”’ as the sources of the officinal articles ; but 
the fact is that'a very considerable number con- 
tribute their varying and distinct materials. 


FAMILY MISCELLANTIES. 
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HOOPING COUGH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER. 

Sir,—That distressing complaint, ‘ hooping 
cough,” has been very prevalent in many parts of 
England during the last six months, and, owing 
to the late inclement weather, has, in many cases, 
proved fatal. 

The following brief observations, which I have 
had the honour of submitting to an august per- 
sonage, will, I trust, be considered valuable, more 
particularly as they relate to a remedy very little 
known, easy of adoption by all classes, and which 
can do no harm, if it do not effect a cure. 

I was much gratified by the notice taken in 
your valuable periodical (No. 3) of my ‘“ Nursery 
Treatment of Infants.”’ After a long and exten- 
sive practice as a surgeon-accoucheur, I believe 
that at least Aa/fof the infants who die within a 
year after weaning might be saved by giving them 
the milk of one cow, and one only.—I remain, sir, &c.,

In the second stage, confine the patient to a 
bedroom and sitting-room upon the same floor, 
communicating with each other. In these rooms 
Swedish tar should be kept boiling night and 
day, over a small lamp; thus the vapour of tar 
will pervade both rooms. When the symptoms 
un high, the effect of this simple remedy is almost 
miraculous. 

In the third stage, change of air will be found 
most beneficial.

THE KITCHEN AT HOME,

SOUPS. 


JULIENNE Sour, — Put about six pounds of 
knuckle of veal in a stewpan cut in four pieces, with 
about half a pound of streaked bacon; put a piece 
of butter at the bottom of the stewpan, and about 
half a pint of water, place it.over a sharp fire, 
moving it round occasionally with a wooden spoon 
until the bottom of the stewpan is covered with a 
white glaze, when add about a gallon of water, two 
ounces of salt, three onions (with two cloves in 
each), two turnips, one carrot, a head of celery, 
leek, and a bunch of parsley, thyme, and bayleaf ; 
when boiling put in two burnt onions (see Pot-au- 
few) to colour it, and stand it at the corner of the 
fire to simmer for two hours, keeping it well 
skimmed, then pass the broth through a hair sieve 
into a stewpan; you have previously cut two mid- 
dling-sized carrots, two turnips, an onion, a leck, 
and a little celery into very thin strips aninch long, 
put them in another stewpan with two ounces of 
butter and a teaspoonful of powdered sugar; place 
it upon a sharp fire, tossing them over occasionally 
until well fried and looking transparent, then put 

~ them into the broth with the half of a young cos 
lettuce, and a little tarragon and chervil, place it 
at the corner of your fire, and when it boils skim 
_, off all the butter ; let it simmer until the vegetables 
S tiré perfectly tender, when pour it into your tureen; 
~serve the veal and piece of bacon upon the dish 
© with melted butter'and chopped parsley over. Beef 
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may also be used for the above, and the vegetables 
cut in any of the shapes directed for the soups in 
the other department of this work; if you only 
require a smaller quantity, take only three pounds, 
or diminish all in proportion. 

Murron Broru.—Any description of trimmings 
of mutton may be used for broth, but the scrag end 
of the neck is usually chosen. Put about two scrags 
into a stewpan (having previously jointed the bone) 
with three onions (a couple of cloves stuck in 
each), three turnips, one carrot, and a bunch con- 
taining a leek, a head of celery, and a few sprigs 
of thyme and parsley, fill up the stewpan with 
rather more than a gallon of water; when boiling 
skim it, and place it at the corner of the stove, 
where let it simmer for three hours, then cut a 
small carrot, two turnips, an onion, and a piece of 
leek and: celery into very small square pieces, put 
them into a stewpan with a wineglassful of pearl 
barley, pass the broth through a hair sieve over 
them, and boil at the corner of the fire until the 
barley is tender, when it is ready to serve; the 
meat may be trimmed into neat pieces, and served 
in the broth, or separately with melted butter and 
parsley, with onion sauce* 

Inisx Murron Brorn.—This broth is made 
similar to the last, adding ten or twelve mealy pota- 
toes cut in large dice, which by boiling to a purée 
thickens the broth; just before serving throw in 
in twenty heads of parsley, at the same time put 
a few flowers of marigolds, which really give a 
pleasing flavour; it is then ready to serve. At 
home, I make clear soup of the trimmings of any 
meat, either beef, veal, mutton, or lamb, or the 
trimmings of two or three different sorts of meat, 
in the same manner as directed for Julienne soup.

CORNS. 

On this subject there has been great diversity of 
opinion, both amongst surgical operators and also 
their patients. When any person has a complaint 
he becomes naturally inquisitive about the cause 
of it, and finds a hope of cure even in that in- 
vestigation. It is a happy principle of the human 
mind that the buoyancy of hope should often 
soften the evils of the body, and ought to be 
cherished where it does not lead to error. When 
a corn is formed, and the person feels considerable 
pain from the pressure of a shoe or boot, he re- 
moves the pressure, and a partial relief from pain 
takes place, whence the radical cause of the com- 
plaint is often attributed to that which perhaps 
merely exacerbates the pain after the corn has 
come to maturity. ‘Tight shoes are, therefore, in- 
stantly asserted to.be the cause of the complaint — 
and so they may be in many instances, but not in 
all; and it therefore becomes necessary to go a 
little deeper into the subject, since a correct know- 
ledge of the producing causes may often lead to 
prevention as well as cure, 

It perhaps cannot be denied with justice that 
shoes, if too tight or too short, often produce corns ; 
at least they aggravate the complaint, and there- 
fore ought sedulously to be avoided. Even large 
shoes, if they are rough and hard, must be noxious, 
as are all inequalities in the inner part of the sole, 
arising from the ends of iron or wooden pins not 
sufficiently flattened or covered; nay, the wrinkles 
that take place in the soft leather attached to the 
inside of the shoe may have the effect: of producing 
corns in the heel; and the seams, if not sufficiently 
flattened, may produce the same effect. 

This is not undeserving the notice of those who, 
during their country excursions, may have occasion 
to purchase shoes or boots, where fashion has not 
as yet sufliciently predominated to ensure a strict 
attention to neatness, especially on continental 
tours, 

Allowing all these causes to have their effects 
with respect to corns, it is also contended that these 
excrescences often arise from some particular con- 
stitutional predisposition, totally independent either 
of the natural or artificial circumstances connected 
with the feet or toes. In this there seems much 
truth, when we consider that a great number of 
persons of both sexes are in the habit of wearing 
tight shoes, or shoes of extreme hardness, without 
any disagreeable consequences, whilst others have 
their feet almost literally covered with corns, even 


-whilst they pay the strictest attention to the care 


of their feet. It must also be taken into con- 
sideration that corns grow both on the toes and 
heel; and yet there are instances of persons who, 
although they wear easy shoes, have corns on the 
toe where there is no pressure, and none on the 
heel, where pressure must necessarily exist. In 
such cases, if pressure were the only cause, we 
should naturally expect to find corns on the lower 
part of the heel, where they sometimes appear in 
other subjects: whereas, if they do appear, it is on 
the posterior part, where pressure does not exist 
at all. Even when buckles were in fashion, 
though they certainly produced callosities on the 
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upper part of the foot, yet corns were neve the 
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to arise from their pressure. But, perm rndent

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PORTRAIT OF THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. 


I pass over the remainder of the way to the “ city 
of my hope,” and beg the reader will take his stand 
with me in the immediate vicinity of St. Peters- 
burg, so as to embrace at one view one of the most 
magnificent prospects in the world. It must be 
recollected that our backs are towards Wiburg, 
and that before us the natural panorama extends 
to the Isles of Volnoi and the Gulf of Finland. 
The very cradle, as it were, of St. Petersburg is 
at our right, namely, the fortress, attached by two 
slight bridges to the island of Aptekaeskoi. Beyond 
are churches with their glittering cupolas, the Mint, 
the Marble Palace, the Hermitage (Catherine the 
Second’s charming refuge against etiquette), the 
Impcrial Winter Palace (superb chiefly in its di- 


mensions), the Admiralty (forming a grand centre, 


from which emanates the principal streets), the 


perspective detailof Newski, the Quai Anglais, with 
its sumptuous mansions, and, finally, the New 
Admiralty. 


The Church of Kazan (the Notre Dame of St. 


Petersburg) is a noble object, with a double 


colonnade, after the model of that of St. Peter’s at 
Rome. The interior, however, far exceeds in 
splendour the external aspect. 

But my letters of introduction were yet to be 
delivered, and I proceeded at once to Madame 
Xavier’s,—to the house of the celebrated French 
modiste. I asked for Mdlle. Louise Dupuy, but 
found that she had left six months before, and was 
now in business on her own account near the 
Orgelot Magazine, and not far from the Moika 
Canal. 

It was now the height of summer, and it is im- 
possible to conceive anything more strangely differ- 
ing from itself, as it were, than St. Petersburg. 
During the day the heat is almost intolerable, but 
at night there is always a most refreshing breeze, 
which, traversing the islands, comes loaded with 
the suave odour of the rose and the orange-tree. 
At night, too, the whole city is astir, and the Neva 
is crowded with gondolas, musicians, and happy 
faces. A truly Byzantine atmosphere, with its 
perfumes and brilliancy united to the melodies of 
the north and west, renders the city of the Czars 
at this period little less than an earthly paradise. 
Without much difficulty I found my way to the 
establishment of Louise; and, after one or two 
pertinent questions on the part of the domestic 
who answered the door, I was ushered into an 
inner apartment. 

I found my fair countrywoman reclining on a 
sofa, and employed in giving directions to those 
about her. At my introduction, she lost no time 
in receiving me with Parisian grace, and that 
kindness of manner which says more than a thou- 
sand words. Louise was, in fact, a very charming 
person—combining much brilliancy of remark with 
still more sweetness of character. 


I paid frequent visits, and must own that I 
became smitten—decidedly smitten ; but when she, 
about a month after the first interview, brought 
me to the acquaintance of the Count Alexis Wanin- 
koff, I perceived at once that I was, so far, de trop. 
He became, however, to me an excellent friend 
and patron; and for him—so admirabie were the 
traits which distinguished him, so cordial was the 


display of large affections in all he said and did— 
that I loved him as I believe few brothers love one 
another. His attentions to Louise were marked 
by respect, though fervid; and it appeared to me 
that a clandestine marriage had transpired. In 
this I felt the more assured from what occurred 
shortly afterwards. St. Petersburg was in a state 
of émeute—silent, but deep. Yet it was simply a 
lapse of accession ; and when it became known that 
the Grand Duke Nicholas was to be the future 
sovereign of Russia, St. Petersburg became more 
tranquil. The character of the Czarewich Con- 
stantine, in many respects similar to that of Paul 
I., had caused serious apprehensions, whilst that 
6f the Grand Duke Nicholas, on the contrary, in- 
spired universal confidence. In fact, whilst Alex- 
ander and Constantine abandoned themselves, 
each on his side, and according to the bend of his 
particular disposition, the one to dissolution, and 
the other to the rude labours of the art of war, 
the young Grand Duke, virtuous and austere, 
grew up in the profound studies of history and 
politics. Ever absent or indfferent, he usually 
walked along with his head downwards, but, 
whenever he raised it to fix his piercing eye upon 
a man, that man, whoever he might be, felt that 
he stood in the presence of his master. Few could, 
therefore, reply without confusion to the precise 
and accentuated questions he was wont to put 
about him in his abrupt and haughty tone of 
voice; and whilst Alexander, before melancholy 
consigned him to Tzarko Selo, mingled in all the 
private circles of the town, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas isolated himself with his family at home, 
which served him at the same time as a pretext 
and an excuse for his unsociableness. 


The result was, that the Russian people, who 
themselves admit the necessity of their being 
gradually and without convulsions led out of the 
mire of barbarism, instinctively foresaw that, gifted 
as he was with an inexorable disposition under the 
cloak of a cold gentleness of mind, their new 
sovereign was the man, above all others, best 
suited to their choice; and that to hold the sceptre 
destined to rule a nation, at once, strange to say, 
too barbarous and too civilized, required_a hand of 
iron cased in a silken gauntlet. 


In addition to all this, and which constitutes no 
small qualification in the eyes of nations, the new 
emperor was the handsomest man in his dominions, 
and the bravest soldier in his army. Every one, 
therefore, looked upon the following day as one of 
general rejoicing; when, during the evening, ex- 
traordinary rumours began to circulate throughout 
the city. It was stated that the renunciation pub- 
lished that morning in the name of the Czarewich 
Constantine was merely presumed, and that, on 
the contrary, the viceroy of Poland was actually 
marching at the head of his army upon St. Peters- 
burg, to claim and enforce his rights, It was more- 
over affirmed that the officers of various regiments, 
and, amongst others, those of the regiment of Mos- 
cow, had openly declared that they would refuse 
the oath of allegiance to Nicholas, as the Czarewich 
was their only legitimate sovereign.

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MADAME DE STAEL. 


Anne Germaine De Stael, the daughter and 
only child of Necker, the banker, and Minister of 
Finance to Louis XVI., was by far the most ex- 
traordinary woman of her time; and, take her for 
all in all, is perhaps the most remarkable female 
for large intellectual capacity that ever existed. 
In her single person has she refuted the dogma 
that woman is naturally inferior to man, in all that 
concerns the more profound and complicated ope- 
rations of thought. At twenty years of age she 
published her ‘Lettres sur les Ouvrages et le 
Caraciére de J.J. Rousseau,” which attracted much 
public attention; and about this time she was 
married to the Baron of Stael Holstein, the Swe- 
dish ambassador at Paris, a nobleman of high 
character, but much o!der than herself. This mur- 
riage gave her rank and independence ; and, when 
the French Revolution broke out, the baron’s 
diplomatic character was a protection to his house- 
hold, and Madame de Stael remained at Paris 
through the first storms of that period. ‘ Her 
warm imagination,’’ says a late writer, “was at 
first captivated by the bright prospect of a revo- 
lution which promised the reform of abuses, but 
her generous nature soon shrunk from the sight of 
the more frightful abuses which took the place of 
the old ones. She wrote several articles on the 
factious conduct of the various parties, and upon 
their total disregard of the true meaning of liberty. 
Madame de Stael felt for the oppressed, who were 
at that time the nobles, the priests, and the Royal 
Family. She interested herself especially for’ the 
Royal Family ; and she even ventured to publish a 
defence of the Queen, Maria Antoinette, then upon 
her trial, ‘Réflexions sur le Procés de la Reine,’ 
August, 1793. But the triumph of the terrorists 
droye her at last out of Paris to seck refuge in 
other countries. After the fall of the terrorists 
Madame de Stael returned to Paris, where she be- 
came the leader of a distinguished circle of literary 
men and politicians.’’ She appears to have disliked 
and mistrusted Bonaparte from the first, and her 
salon became the opposition club of the time. At 
last Bonaparte, first consul, sent Madame de 
Stael an order to quit Paris, and not to come 
within forty leagues of it. Strange as it may 
seem, she was sorely grieved at this prohibi- 
tion; and she exerted herself, though in vain, 
to have the order recalled. Bonaparte is said to 
haye replied, that he left the whole world open to 
Madame de Stael, except Paris, which he reserved 
to himself. But the salons of Paris were her own 
element; she felt the want of applause, and of 
literary and fashionable celebrity: for she had as 
much ambition as Bonaparte himself, though of a 
different kind. ‘“ After this,’’ says the same autho- 
rity quoted above, ‘she went first to Switzerland, 
and then travelled through Italy, where she 
gathered materials for her ‘Corinne,’ which is a 
poetical description of Italy in the shape of a novel. 
The work was much admired: it is eloquent and 
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impassioned ; and the authoress has sketched with 
great truth many peculiarities of the Italian cha- 
racter and habits, which had been overlooked, or 
misrepresented, or caricatured, by other travellers, 
As a work of fiction, however, it is decidedly weak : 
the plot is defective in arrangement, and deficient 
in dramatic power. The authoress has endeavoured 
to embody in some of her characters the national 
characters of their respective countries; she has

LAW AND POLICE. 


AnrciEs’ Court.—Woop v. Woop.—This was a suit 
promoted by Mrs. Wood against her husband, for a 
separation, and was brought by virtue of letters of re- 
quest from the diocese of Bath and Wells. No appear- 
ance had been given for Mr. Wood. Dr. Addams 
having briefly stated the pleadings, submitted that 
the evidence was sufficient to establish the case. The 
learned judge was not at present satisfied, but would 
not dismiss the cause. He would allow it to stand over 
until the next court, to seeif further evidence could be 
procured. 

Consistory Court—(Before ‘Dr. ‘Lushington).— 
Biren v, Brrcn.—This was a suit promoted by Mrs. 
Birch against her husband for a divorce There was 
no defence on the part of Mr. Birch. The learned 
Judge said, that he had read all the papers, and he 
had never seen a case more satisfactorily proved. He 
pronounced for the divorce. FURLONGER v. Fur- 
LONGER.—This is a cause of rather a novel character. 
It is instituted by the husband against the wife for a 
divorce, by reason of cruelty. No appearance having 
been given by Mrs. Furlonger, she was pronounced in 
contempt, and a libel was now given in on behalf of 
Mr. Furlonger, 

SEcoNDARIES’ Court. —Tur QuEEN v. LaDy 
Frances Twyspen.—Wrirt or Capias.—This was 
a writ empowering the Sheriff of London to ascertain 
to what property the defendant, an outlaw, was enti- 
tled, within his jurisdiction, and to seize upon the 
same for the benefit of her creditors. Evidence was 
given of the defendant’s right to the interest on 
£13,649 Is. 3d. invested in the Consols (Three per 
Cents.), and the jury found to that extent, leaying 
other items open to future process. 

CENTRAL CriMINAL Court, Feb. 3.—Oxp Court. 
(Before Mr. Justice Cresswell and Mr. Justice Cole- 
ridge.)—Francis Olifieres, 33, was indicted for stealing 
two brilliant brooches, value £400, the property of 
John Linnit.—-Mr. Clarkson conducted the prosecu- 
tion, and Mr, Ballantine appeared for the prisoner.— 
Mr. John Linnit deposed that in January, 1845, he 
carried on the business of a jeweller in Argyll-place, 
Regent-street. He was acquainted with the prisoner, 
and there had been some business transactions between 
them a short time previous to the 7th of January; and 
on that day the prisoner came to his shop, and looked 
at two valuable brilliant brooches that were upon the 
counter, and said that he had been employed by her 
Majesty, and that she had commanded him to get her 
such brooches as those, and if she saw them he had no 
doubt she would purchase them. The prisoner repre- 
sented that he was regularly employed at Windsor 
Castle, and received two guineas per day; and, upon 
the representation that the brooches were to be shown 
to her Majesty for approval, he was allowed to take 
them away. About a week after this the prisoner 
again called upon him, and said he had sold one of the 
brooches, and he should have brought the money, but 
had not asked Prince Albert for a check ata proper 
time, and therefore he must wait another week, 
During the negotiation the prisoner repeatedly men- 
tioned the name of Prince Albert, and in the course of 
the transaction he purchased a stick, which he said 
was for his Royal Highness, and paid £31 for it. 
Witness afterwards lost sight of the prisoner, and heard 
nothing of his property until the February following, 
when he received a letter from him, enclosing dupli- 
cates of the brooches, and he subsequently obtained 
possession of them from the pawnbroker. ‘The stick 
referred to was brought back by the prisoner after he 
had paid for it, and it was never returned to him. 
Prisoner said that Prince Albert was anxious to make 
@ present of it to the Emperor of Russia, who was on 
avisit to her Majesty at the time, but, as he was a very 
tall man, it would not be long enough, and he wanted 
a gold ferrule to be put to it in order to make it longer. 
(A laugh.)—John Reardon, shopman to Mr. Lorton, a 
pawnbroker in Green-street, Leicester-square, deposed 
that the prisoner brought the two brooches to his em- 
ployer’s shop, and pawned one for £70. Hecame again 
in two or three days and pawned the other brooch for 
£80.—Miss Mary Anne Skerritt deposed that she held an 
office in the royal household, which required her to be 
in constant personal attendance upon her Majesty. 
She remembered in the year 1842 that a pérson named 
Olifieres was engaged on behalf of her Majesty to make 
an imitation in hair of the head of a favourite dog 
that had died, but he never had any interview with her 
Majesty, and she did not believe he was ever employed 
upon any other occasion, All the orders to the 
tradesmen were given through her, and, if there had 
been any such transaction as that represented with 
regard to the brooches, she must have been aware of 
it.—Colonel Anson deposed that he was keeper of 
her Majesty’s privy purse, and also held the offices of 
secretary and treasurer to his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert, and transacted all his monetary affairs, and 
paid all the bills. The Prince never drew any checks 
to pay tradesmen, and the prisoner’s statement in that 
respect was therefore quite untrue—that his Royal 
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Highness never gave any such order respecting the 
gold ferrule.—The prisoner received a good character 
from some respectable witnesses.—Mr. Justice Cress- 
well having summed up, the jury, after a very short 
deliberation, returned a verdict of Guilty. 

Rigur or A CONVENT TO BE EXEMPT FROM Poor- 
RATES.—This was an appeal against a poor-rate levied 
by;the parish-officers of Hammersmith, on an asylum, 
or conyent, in Fulham-lane, in which it was alleged 
the appellant, Madame Ragandiot, had a beneficial 
occupation. The institution was managed by twenty- 
three sisters of the order of the ‘Good Shepherd,” 
which is devoted to the reclamation of unfortunate 
females, fifty-four of whom are at present inmates of 
the institution. The learned Judge7said he thought 
the appellant had no more benefit in the asylum than 
any one of the penitents, they were all ona level— 
united in one great and benevolent object, and he 
should disallow the rate.

MANSION-HOUSE.—PoverTY AND Portry.—An 
aged man, with a very placid countenance, appeared 
in the witness-box for the purpose of stating het he 
said he considered to be a very hard case, involving 
the guardians of the poor; at any rate, the relieving- 
officer, Mr. Roberts.—The Lord Mayor said he re- 
gretted to hear that the conduct of the authorities of 
the East London Union was disapproved of, as their 
humanity and judgment were frequently spoken of as 
forming a contrast to that of men in power of that 
kind elsewhere. — The applicant said his name was 
Thomas Mills, his age upwards of 70, and his profes- 
sion, poetry. He had written a great deal of verse 
upon subjects, moral, rural, and lyrical, and he had 
received the highest praise for his compositions.—The 
Lord Mayor said the law had undergone a complete 
alteration, and taken the power of interfering for the 
service of the poor away from the magistrates altoge- 
ther.—The applicant: Isit not strange that they would 
rather take me and my wife into the workhouse, and 
support us there, than let me have a couple of pounds 
to relieve my poetry and give me a chance of writing 
verses by which I could earn £1,500 a year ? (Lau hter.) 
—The Lord Mayor: £1,500 a year ?—The Saiiceig 
Yes, my lord, at least £1,500 a year! Iam an old 
man, but none the worse for that. My experience is 
ripe. I have no doubt of great success if so be I get 
a little kind encouragement.—The Lord Mayor asked 
what led the poor man to suppose that at such a time? 
—The applicant: If so be I get these copies, I know 
they will be picked up by the public as quickly as pos- 
sible. One of them is on the uses and beauty of the 
granite stone, and others are on the uses of steam 
and gas. I have written them all beautifully, and 
they will gain greater praise from the philosophy I 
have introduced into them! (A laugh.)—The Lord 
Mayor: But have you derived much pecuniary profit 
from your poetry ?—The applicant: Not the least in 
the world, your lordship. (Laughter.) I have been 
particularly unfortunate in that respect, but that’s no 
reason I should despair. I am as well able as ever to 
write, and write I will, I have the promise of Mr. 
Disraeli to get the patronage of the Queen and Prince 
Albert for me.—The Lord Mayor: Have you any 
acquaintance with Mr. Disraeli ?—The applicant: No, 
my lord, I don’t know him, but I know the sort of 
writing that suits his taste, and I think I can hit it off 
to perfection.—The Lord Mayor: But, if you have 
been so unlucky as not to have made a livelihood by 
poetry, you must have had some other way of keeping 
the wolf from the door ?—The applicant: I am a boot- 
closer as well as a poet, but my eyes are bad, and all I 
could get by that sort of game is 6s. or 7s. a week, and 
without hope. What is that compared to £1,500 
a year certain, and the highest degree of hope! 
(Laughter.)—The Lord Mayor said, the applicant was 
a very remarkable instance of a persevering spirit, 
under all the discomfitures of hunger, labour, and dis- 
appointments, and requested his acceptance of some 
silver for his immediate exigencies.—The Poet said, 
What am I to do, my lord, if I cannot get the copies 
of my verses? Shall I go with my wife into the Shore- 
ditch workhouse ?—Mr. Goodman: I am sure that 
Mr. Roberts will treat such a man as you with kind- 
ness, and that the guardians will not neglect your 
application if you make it through him to them.—The 
Lord Mayor: And perhaps some generous persons who 
may hear of you will drop something in our poor- 
box for you. The Lord Mayor has stated, for 
the information of a great number of individuals who 
had written to him complaining of having been over- 
whelmed with printed circulars from persons who called 
themselves Bosanquet and Co., Wigram and Co., &c., 
inviting them to borrow money upon their bills, and 
proposing extensive accommodation in commercial 
matters, that he has learned that the various fraudu- 
lent concerns carried on under the addresses published 
on former occasions had found it necessary in many 
instances to change their places of abode and their 
firms. The Messrs. Bosanquet and Co., however, 
seemed boldly to rely upon their skill and the never- 
failing gullibility of ‘the public, and to continue their 
offers without condescending to submit to any alte- 
ration, 

GUILDHALL.—Henry Gerhard was brought before 
Mr. Alderman Johnson, for final examination, charged 
with conspiring, with Elizabeth Baker and a man 
named Walker alias Meymott, to defraud Mr. Bur- 
bidge, a hatter in the Southwark-bridge-road, of hats 
to the amount of £40.—Mr. Lewis, for the prosecution, 
said the evidence which had been taken against Baker, 
and on which he had been committed for trial, applied 
equally to the prisoner Gerhard, who obtained the hats 
under the pretence that he was going to carry on 
business as an outfitter, in the Triangle, at Kenning- 
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ton-cross, After keeping a shop there for five or six 
weeks, he disappeared, and also the persons to whom 
he had referred. The goods appeared to have been 
shared, showing there was a conspiracy amongst the 
whole, in which each was to play a part, and that, 
though the goods were obtained by one, it was for the 
benefit of all. He had some new evidence to adduce 
to show a connection between the parties.—A solicitor 
attended for the prisoners, but he did not, by his cross- 
examination, extract anything material for his clients. 
—Mr. Alderman Johnson committed them for trial. 

Bow-streEt.— Thomas Scott, a well-dressed young 
man, was charged with obtaining £33. 17s. of Mr. 
Stray, a tailor in the Strand, by means of a forged 
cheats The defendant owed the prosecutor £5, 19s. 
for some clothes, and called at his shop with a check, 
purporting to have been drawn by J. W. Stone and 
Co., upon Glyn and Hallifax, for £39. 16s., which he 
presented in payment of his bill, requesting Mr. Stray 
to cash it for him, and give him the balance. The de- 
fendant assured him that he knew the drawers to be 
respectable people, and the prosecutor consequently 
paid over the balance by drawing a check on his 
own banker for the amount. The check received from 
the defendant, on being presented to Glyn and Co., was 
dishonoured, the alleged drawers being unknown to 
the bank. The prosecutor, in company with a police- 
constable, proceeded to the defendant’s lodgings in 
Kennington-place. He expressed his willingness to 
pay the amount, and stated that he received it from a 
Mr. Knight, of 220, Tooley-street.—The defendant 
denied that he had ever represented the drawers of the 
check as respectable. He said that the party of whom 
he had it was respectable.—Mr. Jardine remanded the 
case to give the complainant an opportunity of getting 
the banker’s evidence, &c., and, at the same time, to 
enable the defendant to substantiate his own alle- 
gations, 

MARLBOROUGH-STREET. — NEW FEATURE IN Lr- 
GAL EVIDENCE.—Mr. Bingham, the recently-appointed 
magistrate to this court, had occasion on Tuesday to 
lay down a rule in relation to evidence which appears 
to be novel in principle and directly opposed to the 
practice which has hitherto governed magistrates in 
their reception of evidence. The rule has hitherto 
been to declare the testimony of a wife in favour of her 
husband, and vice versd, inadmissible. ‘Two parties 
raised a question about certain duplicates, and the 
property relating thereto, and Mr. Bingham was called 
upon to decide which party was to have the property. 
A female named Hazard made a charge against a man 
named Taylor, who, however, denied the charge, say- 
ing that he had a witness to produce, that witness 
being his wife.—Mr. Bingham said it had been hitherto 
customary to reject the testimony of the wife on be- 
half of her husband; but as the Legislature had re- 
cently exhibited a disposition to relax this law, and 
had in the new act for the recovery of small debts 
allowed the wife to give evidence in favour of her 
husband, he should certainly extend the same privilege 
to cases coming before him in his magisterial capacity. 
He therefore wished it to be understood that he in- 
tended to allow the wife to be received as a competent 
witness in favour of her husband, reserving to himself 
the right of judging from manner and appearance how 
far that testimony should be allowed to operate on the 
ultimate decision he might come to. In the present 
instance he should order Mrs. Taylor to appear the 
next day to give evidence on behalf of her husband.— 
The case was then adjourned. 

LAMBETH.—YoOUNG Oxrorn’s Motuer AGAIN.— 
On Tuesday, Mrs. Ann King, the mother of young 
Oxford, who shot at the Queen, was charged with 
having been drunk and disorderly, and with having 
annoyed her son-in-law.—The prisoner subsequently 
to the trial and conviction of her son got married to a 
gentleman at pbing dan in Berkshire, but their tem- 
pers being unsuited, they soon separated, and lived 
apart, Soon after their separation her husband com- 
menced an action against acoachmaker for crim. con., 
and recovered small damages. A suit was subsequently 
instituted in Doctors’ Commons, which terminated in 
a judgment of divorce. This led to the loss of a sepa- 
rate maintenance on the part of the wife, and latterly 
Mrs. King has given way to intemperance. Her son- 
in-law did not appear against her, but the policeman 
proved quite enough to cause Mr. Elliott to convict 
her in a penalty of 20s. for the offence, or in default to 
be committed to prison for fourteen days.—'The 
prisoner, who has more than once before been brought 
to this court, subsequently paid the penalty and was 
discharged. 

WoRSHIP-STREET,—A man named John Robinson, 
by trade a gas-fitter, was placed at the bar before Mr. 
Broughton, on several charges of felony at the houses 
of professional gentlemen. The first was preferred by 
Dr. Edwin Quickett, a medical gentleman residing in 
Wellclose-square, whose housemaid, Mary Ann Miller, 
stated, that at eight o’clock on the morning of the 
23rd ult., the prisoner called at her master’s house, 
and, in an off-hand manner, stating that he had been 
sent by his employers, Messrs. Plato, of Holborn, to 
examine the gas-tubing, pushed his way into the pas- 
sage. His conduct appeared so business-like that 
witness had not a doubt it was all right, and, as he 
wanted to go into the kitchens first, accompanied him 
there, and, as he appeared to be likely to be a long 
time about it, left him by himself, Biesent i after- 
wards she met him on the stairs, lugging up rather a 
heavy step-ladder, with which he said he wanted to go 
into the dining-room to see to the gas there also, and 
witness having helped him up with it, stood by while 
he set light to and extinguished all the jets in a large 
chandelier, which he did several times; he at length 
expressed himself satisfied with; their condition, and, 


having jokingly wished her good day, left the house. 
He had no sooner gone, however, than she missed two 
silver spoons, since produced by the police, from the 
back kitchen, and which were safe only a few minutes 
before he entered the house. The prisoner had called 
in a precisely similar manner only a fortnight before, 
when another silver spoon strangely disappeared, but 
was supposed to be lost, as it did not seem likely a 
workman from a respectable firm would take it.—

CARELESSNESS IN THE UsE oF FIREARMS, — 
Farau AccipeNtT. — An inquest has been held at 
Woodborough, before Mr. C. Swann, on the body of 
William Jalland, aged 24, of that place, joiner. John 
Burton, framework-knitter, said the deceased was his 
son-in-law, On Friday se’nnight he came to witness’s 
house with some hose; he had a gun with him; he 
often had a gun, and witness used to complain, but he 
took no notice. In about half an hour after he had 
gone away, witness heard the report of a gun, and in 
about two minutes a neighbour (Mr. Taylor) called to 
him, and said, ‘‘ Jalland has shot himself.’’ Witness 
immediately went out, and saw William Smith (another 
son-in-law) running towards deceased, about forty or 
fifty yards from his house. He perceived the deceased 
lying upon the road, rolling about as if in great pain; 
a gun was lying near him; he was bleeding from his 
left side, and he said, ‘‘ The whole charge of shot is 
in me.’’? While being carried to witness’s house, 
blood ran down his trousers. Mr. Osborne, ef Epper- 
stone, surgeon, was sent for, but Jalland died at about 
seven o’clock in the evening. Deceased told him that 
in getting over a hedge, coming towards home, he had 
the muzzle of the gun in his left hand, and was drag- 
ging it after him, it being on full cock at the time, 
when a twig ¢aught the trigger, and caused the gun to 
be discharged into his side. Verdict accordingly.— 
Notts Journal. 

A Susprctrep MurpEerer ApprenENDED,— A 
person named Charles Foley, alias John Callaghan, 
has been apprehended in Wigan by an Irish police- 
officer, on a charge of a murder committed a consider- 
able time ago at a place in the county of Mayo. ‘The 
officer having ebtained a clue, promptly went to Wigan 
with his informant, and having got his warrant coun- 
tersigned by Mr. Acton, was assisted by some of the 
officers of the borough police, and at eleven o’clock in 
the night proceeded to the house where Foley, under 
the name of John Callaghan, by which he has always 
been known there, resided, which was at a small retail 
shop, at that time closed. ‘The informant was directed 
to knock and ask for some articles, which he did, and 
was admitted, on which he inquired for Callaghan, 
and on being informed that he was in bed, the officer 
entered, proceeded up stairs, and apprehended the 
prisoner. He did not say anything further than that 
they were mistaken; but he was identified by the 
informant, and subsequently conveyed to Ireland in 
custody of the officer. 

Dreaprut Coar-pir AccripEent.—An accident of 
a most lamentable nature, and attended with the loss 
of six lives, occurred on Friday se’nnight, at one of 
the Darley Main Coal Company’s pits, at Worsbrough 
Dale, about four miles from the town of Barnsley, and 
ten from Sheffield. It appears that some men who 
were employed in one part of the pit fired a blast of 
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gunpowder for the purpose of bringing down a large ¢ 
piece of coal; shortly after the explosion an alarm of ‘ 


fire was given from a part of the pit two hundred yards 
from the place where the blast had been fired. 
cause of the accident has not yet been clearly ascer- 
tained, but, from the statements made by the men who 
were in the pit at the time (one of them the man who 
fired the blast) and who escaped, there does not appear 
to have been any light near the place where the fire 
was discovered until immediately after the blasting of 
the coal. It is supposed that the breaking up of the 
coal must have opened a crevice in which carburetted 
hydrogen gas, or firedamp, had accumulated, and this, 
having ignited, had set fire to the coal. 

SuppEN Dratrn on Horsrpack. — As Master 
Robert Wheeley, second son of Robert Wheeley, Esq., 
Pentre-house, was proceeding with his brother to visit 
his grandfather (the Rey. James Jenkins) at the 
Llanfoist rectory, he was seized with a fit and fell from 
his pony ; he was immediately conveyed to the nearest 
house, and medical attendance instantly procured, but 
we regret to say that life was extinct. 

EMBEZZLEMENT OF DIAMONDs.—Mr. Forrester, 
the distinguished member of the London detective 
force, has been in the neighbourhood of Dover, on the 
outlook for a party who has absconded with diamonds 
of the value of £3,300 in his possession. We learn 
that the individual who has absconded with the 
diamonds landed at Folkestone, about a week ago, 
from a vessel (of which he was the commander) be- 
longing to Greenock, bound from Monte Video to 
London. The diamonds were contained in two boxes, 
they formed part of the cargo of the vessel, and were 
regularly entered, with the amount of their value on 
the bill of lading.— Dover Chronicle.
